The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 
time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used in Statistics Canada is the U.S. 
Bureau of the Census Method Il, X-11 variant. Seasonal 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted 
series over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest soan of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, | 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to \ 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

Apparent Domestic Availability of Selected Manufactured Products 


*R. Ricard 


The Manufacturing and Primary Industries Division has 
produced two issues of the above mentioned 
publication ' presenting a list of the important 
commodities which could be of particular interest in the 
analysis of domestic market. Manufactured products, 
produced in Canada or imported, are of concern to 
virtually every Canadian: producers, consumers, policy 
makers and industrial and market analysts. These 
reports are primarily directed to them, presenting in a 
systematic manner the major components of the supply 
side of the traditional supply — disposition approach to 
commodity analysis. 


What is the Apparent Domestic Availability? 


It seems important to define the concepts which have 
been adopted in the calculation of the apparent 
domestic availability. Calculated by adding imports to 
Canadian manufacturers’ shipments and subtracting 
exports, it is a “‘proxy”’ for the Canadian market for a 
given category of goods. It measures what apparently 
became available to Canadian buyers during the time 
period under review, for use or retention in inventory. 
The term “‘apparent’’ suggests that incomparabilities in 
the elements used in its calculation give it an 
approximate character. It represents ‘‘domestic 
availability” rather than ‘‘domestic disappearance”’ 
because no account can be taken, with the available 
data, of purchases which went into inventory holdings 
rather than into intermediate or final use; that is, as 
between two possible concepts of the national market, 
it represents a measure of the concept only of what 
became available to buyers as owners during the period 
and not of what went into consumption or use. 


The major components used to calculate the apparent 
domestic availability as shown in the reports’ main 
table, are shipments by Canadian manufacturers,

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imports, exports of domestic commodities and 
re-exports. The one component missing is inventory 
change, for the good reason that such statistics are 
available on a relatively few commodities only. The 
systematic manner of data presentation adopted in the 
two publications was made possible by the 
implementation of the Industrial Commodity 
Classification (ICC) 2 in the 1971 Census of 
Manufactures and the subsequent development and 
updating of a table of concordances between the 
Industrial Commodity Classification, the Import 
Commodity Classification (MCC) and the Export 
Commodity Classification (XCC), all of which are 
originally derived from the Standard Commodity 
Classification (SCC). (See appendix). 


Format of Presentation 


The commodities are classified according to the 
Industrial Commodity Classification (ICC) developed in 
the Manufacturing and Primary Industries Division as a 
tool for the collection and publication of commodity 
Statistics. A major problem involves the harmonization 
of the Import Commodity Classification and the Export 
Commodity Classification to the Industrial Commodity 
Classification which serves as the base for the 
presentation of the apparent domestic availability. The 
primary purpose of each commodity classification 
induces conceptual differences between them and 
creates problems of homogeneity in the analysis of the 
data. Even though the Import Commodity Classification 
and the Export Commodity Classification are derived 
from the Standard Commodity Classification, the 
classes used to code imports and exports are often 
different because commodities produced in Canada and 
exported are not the same as those imported (wood 
and wood products, for an example). Further 
explanations are found under the titles ‘‘Structure of the 
Classification” and ‘‘Valuation’’. 


Commodities are presented at the finest level of detail 
possible depending on the feasibility of obtaining 
comparable data on imports and exports by direct

concordances or through the allocation of estimated 
proportions of classes, and the necessity of 
safeguarding the secrecy provisions of the Statistics 
Act. 


The Apparent Domestic Availability tables provide a 
comprehensive and detailed statistical presentation at 
commodity or group of commodities level, of the 
Canadian shipments, imports and exports of the 
products which are identifiable within the framework of 
the three different commodity classifications in use for 
recording statistics. It should be remembered however, 
that the primary purpose of each classification is to 
meet the statistical requirements of a particular type of 
economic activity within the limits imposed by the 
volume of transactions, the number of firms involved 
and the secrecy provisions of the Statistics Act. 


Small businesses included in the Census of 
Manufactures do not report commodity detail. Further a 
number of establishments classified to 
non-manufacturing industries are excluded also. Hence 
the shipments of goods of own manufacture are 
understated by approximately 5%. As a result the 
domestic availability is understated also. Certain 
commodities are affected to a greater extent than 
others. : 


Structure of the Classifications 


The Industrial Commodity Classification 


The Industrial Commodity Classification is designed to 
improve the usefulness of statistical data obtained from 
the various censuses conducted by the Manufacturing 
and Primary Industries Division through a standardized 
system of coding, collection, processing and 
presentation at the finest level of detail available. For 
these reasons, it contains a much larger number of 
classes than any other classification in use in Statistics 
Canada. To facilitate aggregations at different levels of 
detail, made necessary by the fact that not all 
respondents can, or are prepared to, report at the same 
level of commodity detail, the Industrial Commodity 
Classification utilizes a decimal coding system, adding a 
digit each time a group or a sub-group is sub-divided. 
This structure allows for the compilation, on a 
commodity group basis, of commodity data reported in 
varying levels of detail. This structure also facilitates the 
automatic aggregation of confidential data to the lowest 
publishable level. 


The Import Commodity Classification 


The Import Commodity Classification is designed to 
facilitate the classification of import transactions at a 
class-by-country level for publication. Certain limitations 
are imposed on the establishment of individual 
commodity classes, such as the total of transactions for 
a particular commodity, the number of importers when 
cross-classified by country of origin and the necessity of 
safeguarding confidentiality of data in accordance with 
the secrecy provisions of the Statistics Act. External 
Trade statistics are tabulated from copies of 
administrative documents collected by Revenue 
Canada, Customs as its ports across Canada. 


The Export Commodity Classification 


The Export Commodity Classification, also based on the 
Standard Industrial Classification, is designed to 
facilitate the coding of export transactions at 
class-by-country level. As in the case of imports, certain 
limitations are imposed by the necessity of keeping the 
number of classes to a minimum, the values of individual 
export shipments, the total value of transactions for a 
class, the number of exporters for a particular 
commodity and the restrictions imposed by the secrecy 
provisions of the Statistics Act. 


Both in the case of imports and exports complete parts 
and accessories for machinery are normally classified 
with the machinery with which they are associated. 


Valuation 


The publication contains an elaborate explanation of 
the limitations introduced by possible differences in the 
method of valuation when comparing shipments with 
imports and/or exports. 


(a) Shipments 


The basis of valuation is normally the net selling values 
of all products and by-products of own manufacture 
shipped from the establishment, including transfer 
shipments to sales outlets, distributing warehouses or to 
other manufacturing plants of the reporting firm, when 
such units are treated as separate establishments. 
Values are net of returned goods, discounts, returns, 
allowances, sales tax and excise taxes and duties, 
returnable containers and charges for outward 
transportation by common or contract carriers. 


(b) Imports 


The dollar value used for imports is defined as the 
market value in the foreign country from which the 
product was imported and excludes transportation, 
insurance, customs duties and other costs. In some 
cases, however, reported values may inadvertently 
include ocean freight, intra-company shipments may 
reflect arbitrary values, etc. 


Although the value of imported goods is normally based 
on the selling price f.o.b. point of shipment reported by 
importers, in the case of imports valued under $50,000, 
or transactions between affiliated companies (other 
than automotive imports from the U.S.), the value 
recorded in imports is the value for customs duty 
purposes determined according to the provisions of the 
Custom Act. In both cases the values may be lower 
than Canadian domestic market prices. 


Imports valued at less than $200 are not coded 
separately but are included in a residual class 970-75 
“Shipments of less than $200 each’. Import statistics 
for shipments from the United States of less than $200 
are estimated on the basis of a 10 per cent sample of 
such shipments. 


Consequently, import values tend to be lower than the 
value and unit price at which imported goods are sold in 
the Canadian market, in that they do not cover 
transportation, insurance costs, import duties, and other 
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costs. This introduces a certain downward bias in the 
calculated apparent domestic availability values. The 
effect of this downward bias will be greater in the 
classes of goods of which a substantial portion is 
derived from imports. 


(c) Exports 


Exports documents define the value to be reported as 
f.0.b. place of lading (normally at the point of 
production) for the majority of commodities. 
Consequently, values of exports, are, in most cases, 
directly comparable with those of shipments by 
Canadian manufacturers in that they exclude 
expenditures for freight, insurance and other charges to 
the point of export. 


However some overland shipments to the United States 
are recorded at a value which includes part or all of the 
transportation charges to the ultimate destination 
because such transportation charges cannot be 
identified and removed. 


Individual shipments valued at less than $200 each are 
not recorded separately but are included under a 
special class 970-75 ‘‘Shipments of less than $200 
each”’. 


Differences in valuation can cause significant distortions 
where the residual (i.e. domestic availability) is small. 


Besides the main table on apparent domestic 
availability, the publications contain a number of tables 
presenting data and ratios for the leading commodities 
ranked by values or by ratios. 


Besides the limitations imposed on the values derived 
from various sources and the problems of valuation 
referred to in these notes, which suggest that caution 
should be exercised in the interpretation of the data, 
some observations are obvious. A high contribution of 
the Canadian manufacturing industries to apparent 
domestic availability will suggest that domestic demand 
can be easily met by Canadian products. To the 
contrary a high ratio of imports to apparent domestic 
availability will indicate that domestic demand is largely 
satisfied by imports. 


Some industries are highly oriented towards export 
markets, this fact is particularly noticeable when ratios 
of exports to manufacturers’ shipments are significant. 


Unit Values 


Because of the limitations resulting from differences 
between the commodity classifications for 
manufacturing, imports and exports and differences in 
methods of valuation, derived unit values for domestic 
availability may not be indicative of the actual prices on 
the domestic market. This is particularly so in cases 
where ratios of imports to apparent domestic availability 
or of exports to shipments are very high. Hence, 
reasonable caution should be exercised in the use of the 
data. 


Some examples will illustrate how unit values for 
domestic disappearance can be affected by the relative 
importance of foreign trade combined with problems in 
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differences in average unit values of domestic and 
international shipments:

In example 1, exports are a rather high percentage of 
shipments (58%) while the difference in unit values for 
the two is moderately high, about 15%. The resulting 
unit value for the apparent available domestic supply is, 
however, plausible in relation to unit values for domestic 
shipments, only 4% above it. 


In example 2, the figures on exports account for about 
90% of shipments while the average unit value for 
exports is only 5% higher than for shipments as a whole. 
This combination of comparisons is translated into an 
unrealistically low unit value for apparent domestic 
availability. While high values for re-exports and for 
imports had some impact on the value in question, it 
was mainly determined by the large percentage which 
exports are of shipments. 


In this particular example the export price of newsprint 
could be overstated for the following reasons: 


(a) the value for export may contain an indetermine 
amount of transportation costs. 


(b) the export price may occasionally be reported in 
U.S. dollars. 


(c) the export class 351-09 Newsprint paper may 
contain in small quantities exports of Canary 
newsprint paper, poster grade and newsprint paper 
light weight coloured. 


Updating 

Export and import data are very timely, being available 
monthly within some two months of the reference period 
while Census of Manufactures data will always be less 
timely because of the annual character of the survey 
and the time necessary for collection after the end of 
the fiscal year for individual establishments, processing 
and publication. Some users may find it feasible 
however, to do their own up dating on a selected basis 
using export and import data together with monthly and 
quarterly commodity surveys by the Manufacturing and 
Primary Industries Division where these surveys use 
classifications which lend themselves to comparisons 


with external trade data. The Appendix in the 
publication provides concordance keys for the analysis 
of data on apparent domestic availability where 
complete commodity classes or groups of commodity 
classes can be readily harmonized with shipments 
according to the Industrial Commodity Classification. In 
other classes, estimates of breakdowns have been used 
to provide further comparisons with the more detailed 
ICC classes. These estimates have been identified by an 
asterisk (*) to denote that partial MCC or XCC classes 
have been used and therefore critical judgement should 
be applied in the use of the data. 


Conclusion 


We hope that we have provided in this note a useful 
broad overview of the apparent domestic availability 
publications produced by the Manufacturing and 
Primary Industries Division. The next issue covering

Observations 


A Wealth of Information Available from Special Surveys 


Specially collected data on a wide variety of topics have 
been produced on behalf of different clients by 
Statistics Canada’s Special Surveys Group. Because 
these data are released through different publications, 
and because they are often produced only once, many 
of them cannot be accessed through the Statistics 
Canada Catalogue of Publications. Most data 
accessible through the Catalogue Subject Index or via 
CANSIM are produced from regular Statistics Canada 
surveys conducted on a routine basis. 


Occasionally, Statistics Canada or one of its large data 
using clients, is confronted with an important need for 
statistical data that are not available from the regular 
surveys. In these circumstances, it may be decided to 
conduct a “‘special’’ survey. 


These special surveys are often carried out as 
supplements or “‘piggy-back”’ surveys, conducted as 
part of the monthly Labour Force Survey of households. 
In other instances, where the information needed is for a 
local area or of a sort that cannot be easily collected 
using the Labour Force Survey, a special sample is 
designed and collection arrangements set up using the 
specially-trained and experienced survey takers in 
Statistics Canada’s regional offices. 


Data produced from special surveys are released in 
various ways. Many are included in regular Statistics 
Canada catalogued publications dealing with the 


general subject area. For some special surveys, data are 
released only in non-catalogued publications or in the 
publications of other government departments or 
agencies. 


While there are no fail-safe rules to follow to ensure that 
available special survey data for a particular subject will 
be found, the following survey list and contact points 
will be of general assistance to data users wishing to 
use this widely varied data source. The list identifies 
survey topics from January 1976 to present, indicating 
the types of information collected in these surveys and 
the persons to contact for further information. For 
surveys prior to 1976, a reference guide entitled 
“Surveys Supplementary to the Labour Force Survey — 
January 1966 to December 1975” is available for 
reference in Statistics Canada’s main Library or in any 
of Statistics Canada’s eight regional offices.

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The Urban-Rural and Farm-Non Farm Dichotomies: Are They Obsolete?

1. Introduction 


The urban-rural and farm-non-farm concepts are widely 
used in current life in both international statistics and 
national censuses. However, this widespread use has 
led to controversy because of the many different 
interpretations and applications to which these terms 
are subjected. This paper will attempt to rekindle the 
debate by examining and clarifying the role of these 
concepts as they are used in the Census of Canada. 
The first part of the paper examines the urban-rural 
dichotomy, its opponents and their alternatives, its 
proponents and their definitions; the second part takes 
a similar look at the farm-non-farm dichotomy. The 
conclusion attempts to answer the initial questian. 


2. The Urban-Rural Dichotomy Debate 


We shall begin by examining the opponents of the 
dichotomy, since they are generally the most vocal. 


2.1 The Opponents 


Opponents of the dichotomy are as old as the 
dichotomy itself. However, rather than repeating 
what has already been stated many times over in 
the literature, | shall limit this discussion to a 
description of Statistics Canada’s participation in 
a Workshop organized by the Council on Rural 
Development Canada in November 19781 to 
debate a definition of rural. 


2.1.1 Arguments Against the Dichotomy 


Opponents of the urban-rural dichotomy 
argue that in such a context, rural is defined 
“by default,’ since the dichotomy defines 
the urban and the rural is a heterogenous 
“non-urban” category. For example, in the 
1976 Census of Canada, ‘“‘urban’’ was 
defined as an “‘area having a population

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concentration of 1,000 or more and a 
population density of 1,000 or more per 
square mile (386 per square kilometre).2 The 
remainder is rural.’’ This puts the 
truck-farmers of the Niagara Peninsula, the 
fishermen of the Lunenburg region, the 
exurbanites of Montreal, the farmers living in 
the small villages of Saskatchewan and the 
Inuits of Baffin Island all in the same 
category. A second argument, and the most 
popular one, is that there is no longer any 
real difference between the urban 
environment and the rural environment. The 
two are interpreted in such a way as to be 
virtually indistinguishable. The access to 
services is such that the rural environment 
can no longer be considered ‘‘deprived’’: 
the omnipresence of radio, television, home 
comforts and the same ‘‘urban’’ values is a 
behavioural equalizer that transcends place 
of residence.3 ‘ 


A third argument against the urban-rural 
dichotomy is that it is based on the 
ambiguity between population and 
environment. The current Canadian 
definition and that of most other countries is 
based on the notion that the urban 
population is that living in an ‘“‘urban’”’ 
environment, with “‘urban’’ being defined in 
terms of population size and density as 
opposed to roles, functions and lifestyles. 


Alternative Solutions 


The positions of those who oppose the 
dichotomy range from simple rejection to 
the continuum theory. For those who reject 
the dichotomy there is no difference 
between the urban environment and the 
rural environment, the dichotomy is illusory, 
even dangerous, and should be abandoned. 
Most opponents of the dichotomy have 
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adopted a more moderate stance. They 
contend that urban and rural are not in 
opposition (i.e. are not dichotomous) but 
rather flow smoothly and imperceptibly into 
one another. This is the continuum theory. 
The ‘‘continuum,”’ i.e. the categories which 
would describe the transition from a remote 
and uninhabited environment to a 
‘metropolitan’ environment, remains to be 
defined. Examples of the continuum 
abound. | shall cite the two that were used 
in the Council on Rural Development 
Canada Workshop. The population 
concentration continuum is recommended 
by several users desiring more flexible 
categories and statistics. They would like to 
see the census publish data for various 
population concentrations such as those 
listed below, rather than only for rural (less 
than 1,000 population) and urban (over 
1,000 population) areas. 


500,000 population or over 5,000 to 9,999 
100,000 to 499,999 2,000 t0.4,999 
50,000 to 99,999 1,000 to 2,499 


25,000 to 49,999 500 to 999 
10,000 to 24,999 Less than 500 
. population. 


Users would then distribute the population 
as required and name the resulting 
categories. 


Another working definition of continuum 
based on several variables was developed 
by R. Parenteau and discussed at the 
Council on Rural Development Canada 
Workshop. 


His definition of continuum is as follows: 


“The population of Canada is classified 
into four types by the summation of the 
scores assigned to the respective 
values of the four significant variables. 
The four types are: (1) the urban type 
(scores 12 to 16), (2) the pseudo-urban 
type (scores 8 to 11), (3) the rural 
non-farm type (scores 4 to 7), and (4) 
the rural farm type (scores 0 to 3). The 
four variables are: (1) population size, 
(2) population density, (3) proportion of 
total population living on census-farms, 
and (4) proportion of total population 
owning their dwellings.’’4 


However, any such definition is open to 
criticism regarding the number of 
categories, the variables used and the 
thresholds selected. 


The Proponents 


The proponents of the urban-rural dichotomy feel 
it is still useful despite the criticism levelled at it 
by its detractors. However, their desire to 
preserve it does not blind them to its 


shortcomings. There are various suggestions for 
modifications in the establishment of the 
dichotomy; the principal ones will be reviewed 
here. 


2.2.1 Arguments For the Dichotomy 


These arguments are essentially of a 
practical nature. 


Use in International Comparisons 


The United Nations establishes international 


comparisons of the degree of urbanization 


of its member countries. The implications of 


Canada’s current degree of urbanization of 
75% are open to question; however, this 
Statistic is used as a ‘‘developmental”’ 
measure in comparisons with other 
countries. 


Use in National Comparisons 


If the urban-rural dichotomy was not defined 


in the census, how could one part of the 
country be compared with another? Each 
user would establish his own categories, 
levels and nomenclature, resulting in even 
greater confusion than that which currently 
exists: a number of different users are 
already defining their own categories. 


Use in Chronological Comparisons 


Statistics Canada’s definition of the 
urban-rural dichotomy has varied only 


slightly from census to census. The increase 


in the urban proportion of the total 
population from 1901 to 1976 can be 
measured.® In addition, the period 


1971-1976 marked the emergence of a new 
‘back to the land’? movement® which is not 
without interest. It followed on the heels of a 


similar phenomenon in the United States 
and may be an indication that an 
urbanization ‘‘saturation point’ has been 
reached. 


2.2.2 Possible Definitions 


The positions adopted by the proponents of 
the dichotomy range from the status quo to 


the revision of thresholds and criteria. The 
status quo adherents believe it is better to 
keep the same definition of dichotomy 
despite its apparent shortcomings because 


it will facilitate chronological comparisons. In 


addition, the current definition is easy to 


understand and apply. It is also comparable 


to the definitions used in other countries. 


Those who favour the revision of thresholds 
consider the current threshold required for a 


population concentration to be considered 
urban (1,000) too low, they suggest that it 
be increased to a minimum of 2,500, as in 


the United States, or perhaps even to 5,000 


to 10,000.7 Those who favour criterial 
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revisions believe the urban-rural dichotomy 
is useful but note that the population size 
and density levels do not reflect the 
economic and social phenomena the 
dichotomy is supposed to measure. They 
therefore suggest various criteria, the most 
common of which are the percentage of the 
population living from primary industries, the 
access to metropolitan centres and the 
access to services. 


The arguments and suggestions of both 
groups (both for and against the dichotomy) 
lead to a sort of common ground or neutral 
zone where a concensus may be reached. 
The urban-rural dichotomy is obsolete for 
detailed and regional analyses in which 
alternative solutions such as the continuum 
by size of concentration are particularly 
promising. On the other hand, the 
urban-rural dichotomy is still useful for trend 
analyses. 


3. The Farm-Non-Farm Dichotomy Debate 


The farm-non-farm dichotomy published by the Census 
of Canada as a complement to the urban-rural 
dichotomy in the form: urban 

rural farm 

non-farm 

is less known than the former. Nevertheless, it gives rise 
to the same type of debate. The following summarizes 
the studies of and discussions between the Census of 
Population and the Census of Agriculture during the 
planning of the 1981 Census.9 


3.1 The Opponents 


The opponents in this particular debate were 
Census of Agriculture specialists. 


3.1.1 Arguments Against the Dichotomy 


The arguments against this dichotomy are 
as follows: 


Lack of Distinction Between Farm and 
Non-Farm Population 


Whereas in the beginning (1931 Census) 
there was a real difference between the 
population living on farms and that not living 
on farms, such a distinction is no longer 
meaningful. The farm and non-farm 
populations share a similar lifestyle: both 
have equal access to radio and television 
and most services. Farm homes are 
equipped in the same fashion as non-farm 
homes. It is essentially occupation that 
distinguishes persons living on farms from 
those who do not. Since farm operations are 
becoming increasingly complex and farm 
management increasingly industrialized, why 
should farmers be considered a select group 
any more than teachers or physicians. 


The Fact that the Non-Farm Population is 
Defined “‘By Default’’ 
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The dichotomy defines the farm population, 
i.e. that living on farms or agricultural 
holdings whose area and sales of farm 
produce vary as defined by the census. The 
non-farm population is the ‘‘remainder,”’ i.e. 
the population living neither on farms nor in 
population concentrations of over 1,000. It 
therefore includes the farmers living in small 
villages, the Inuits of Baffin Island and the 
suburbanites skirting the highways to the 
metropolitan areas. 


Ambiguity Between Population and 
Environment 


What is intended to be measured by 
defining the farm population? Is the 
intention to distinguish an environment or a 
lifestyle? If an environment (e.g. isolation, 
low density) is being measured, it is 
acceptable to define the farm population as 
the population living on farms. If, however, 
the intention is to examine the population by 
level of activity and income, the concept of 
“population living from farming,”’ including 
households of which one member works in 
an agricultural industry, would be more 
appropriate. The current ambiguity may also 
lead users to draw erroneous conclusions. 
Since the criteria used to define farms are 
very broad, some persons may live on farms 
without actually living from farming (e.g. part 
time farmers whose major source of income 
is urban employment), while others whose 
major source of income is farming may not 
live on farms (e.g. farmers in Saskatchewan 
who use their farm as a second residence). 


Alternative Solutions 


Those who are against the dichotomy have 
positions varying from the simple rejection 
to the continuum theory. The Census of 
Agriculture has for example decided to 
discontinue the publication of farm 
population data for the 1981 Census. 
Several other countries have also ceased to 
make this distinction in their census of 
population. Farm continuum adherents 
suggest that the Census of Population and 
Census of Agriculture questionnaires be 
linked, thereby permitting the derivation of 
all the necessary categories. 


The population can be distributed into those 
groups whose major source of income is 
farming, those heads who are employed in 
an agricultural industry, etc. This flexibility 
also precludes the current mutual 
exclusiveness of the farm and urban 
populations (see introduction to 3). 


3.2 The Proponents 


The proponents of the farm-non-farm dichotomy 
believe it is still useful despite the criticisms 


levelled at it by its detractors; however, their 
desire to preserve it does not blind them to its 
shortcomings. There are various suggestions for 
modifications in the establishment of the 
dichotomy; the principal ones will be reviewed 
here. 


3.2.1 


Sete 


Arguments For the Dichotomy 


These arguments are similar to those 
advanced for the urban-rural dichotomy. 


Use in International Comparisons 


The FAO establishes the rules for the 
definition of farm population used in 
censuses of agriculture and its rules are 
extremely close to those used to date by the 
Canadian census. In any case, it would be 
necessary to establish this dichotomy if only 
for this purpose. In addition, the farm 
proportion of the total population in both the 
United States and Canada is so low that it 
represents an absolute minimum of sorts 
that is of some interest. 


Use in National Comparisons 


The existence of a dichotomy, even an 
imperfect one, permits general comparisons 
between different parts of the country. It is 
also a definition which is simple, easy to 
understand and apply. 


Use in Chronological Comparisons 


The farm-non-farm dichotomy has been 
defined in the census since 1931. The 
definitional criteria have been modified 
slightly but not sufficiently to preclude 
comparability. The only major change is in 
total sales, which were increased from $50 
in 1971 to $1,200 in 1976 and will be 
reduced to $250 in 1981 (based on the 
rationale that $50 in 1971 = $250 in 1981). 


Comparative 1976-1981 data will be 
prepared for this purpose. Together with the 
rural-urban dichotomy, the farm-non-farm 
dichotomy provides an accurate reflection of 
population movements in recent decades. 
The increase in the farm population of 
British Columbia coupled with an increase in 
its rural population, as described by R. 
Parenteau (op. cit. note 6), is an example of 
an interesting, even striking result. 


Possible Definitions 

The proponents have adopted positions 
varying from the status quo to the revision of 
inclusions and criteria. The status quo 
adherents believe it is better to have the 


same definition of dichotomy, despite its 
apparent shortcomings, because it will 
facilitate chronological comparisons. In 
addition, it is easy to understand and apply 
and is also comparable to the definitions 
used in other countries. 


Those favouring the revision of inclusions 
think that including the entire population 
living on farms leads to confusion. Some 
persons have ‘‘urban’’ homes on farm 
property and should be excluded. In the 
interests of specificity, only the households 
of farm operators living on farms will be 
included in the farm population as defined in 
the 1981 dichotomy. 


Those favouring criterial revision feel the 
dichotomy should be based on economic or 
social factors as opposed to place of 
residence. The farm population would be 
that living from farming, i.e. those 
households whose head is employed in an 
agricultural industry, who is a farmer by 
trade or whose major source of income is 
farming. 


4. Conclusion 


The profound sociological differences between the 
“urban-rural’’ groups on the one hand and the 
‘‘farm-non-farm”’ groups on the other hand are largely 
obscured by other differences such as 
metropolitan-non-metropolitan, core-fringe, large 
centre-small centre, truck farming-subsistence farming, 
centre-periphery, availability or lack of services, access 
or lack of access to a major centre, etc. In a developed 
country such differences are not used as developmental 
indices as they are elsewhere. They may be used for 
chronological comparisons and provincial or 
international comparisons. 


New indices such as core-fringe which can be easily 
combined must therefore be developed to reflect the 
more complex situation of today. The linkage of the 
censuses of population and agriculture permits the 
establishment of a number of new classifications. 


The rigid classes long used in census publications are a 
necessary minimum dictated by time constraints, 
available resources and national comparability 
requirements. Other definitions may be generated from 
the census data as well as a number of other sources. 
However, it is essential that the definitions that are used 
be carefully specified and clearly parameterized. 
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Observations 


Work on 1981 Census of Agriculture Underway 


The questionnaire for the 1981 Census of Agriculture, to 
be carried out on Wednesday, June 3, 1981, has been 
approved by Cabinet. 


Questionnaires, in the preferred official language of 
each household, will be delivered to 340,000 farm 
operators across the country during the last week in 
May by approximately 10,000 Census Representatives. 
Completed questionnaires will be picked up by the 
Representatives shortly after Census Day. 


Although the questions cover the spectrum of 
agriculture in Canada, each farmer will complete only 
those sections which refer to his operation; on average 
a farmer will answer about 42 of the 134 questions 
listed. 


The questionnaire contains 20% fewer questions than 
the 1971 Census of Agriculture. Those included in the 
1981 Census were chosen after in-depth consultation 
with Agriculture Canada, the provincial governments, 
farmers’ associations and other major public and private 
users of census data. Only questions which will provide 
essential information for a wide range of data users are 
included. 


These reductions, as well as simplifications in the 
questionnaire, were made to reduce the time needed to 
complete a questionnaire while collecting data vital to 
agriculture. 


The estimated cost of the 1981 Census of Agriculture is 
$7 million spread over a five-year period. This cost 
includes planning the census, collecting the information, 
and processing and disseminating the results. 


Among the subjects covered are farm tenure, machinery 
and equipment, pesticide and fertilizer use, the energy 
needs of farm operators, and the extent to which 
farmers also work off the farm. Information will also be 
collected about land use, crops and livestock. 


Answers to Census questions are provided by every 
Canadian farm holding enabling reliable data for small 
areas to be provided. 


It is anticipated the data base for the 1981 Census of 
Agriculture will be available in May 1982. Reports will be 
published as the data are processed. The first reports 
are expected in June 1982. All reports should be 
available by October 1982. Special requests for 
information can be retreived at user cost.

Demographic Data on the 
Native Indian Population 


‘““An Overview of Indian Demographic Data’ was one of 
the papers given at a recent one-day Workshop on the 
demography of native people held in Ottawa, and 
organized by Statistics Canada and Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada. The paper, by Leeroy Murray, a 
consultant to Statistics Canada, described the 
collection and compilation of demographic data on the 
native Indian population which has been carried out by 
the four main sources: Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada, Census of Population and vital statistics from 
Statistics Canada, and demographic data from the 
Medical Services Branch, Health and Welfare Canada. 


Proceedings of the Workshop are being published, and 
will be available for reference in Statistics Canada 
regional reference centres. 


Over fifty experts from federal, provincial and university 
departments concerned with the demography of native 
people, along with representatives of the Indian 
Brotherhood and the Ontario Metis Non-status 
Association, attended. 


In his opening remarks, lvan Fellegi, Assistant Chief 
Statistician, Social Statistics, explained that ‘‘This is one 
of a series of workshops in which we hope to pool our 
knowledge with that of groups of users of our statistics 
to help us make our information more relevant to their

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The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 
time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used in Statistics Canada is the U.S. 
Bureau of the Census Method Il, X-11 variant. Seasonal 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted 
series over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest span of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

Advance Information 
1980 Annual 


Gross National Product increased 10.7% to a level of 
$288.1 billion in 1980. In volume terms, output of goods 
and services was virtually unchanged for the year, as a 
decline in output in the first half of 1980 was recouped 
in the second half of the year. Final domestic demand 
increased slowly, as has been the case every year since 
1976, with restrained demand in the consumer, housing, 
and government sectors again the principal sources of 
weakness. Business investment in inventories was 
reduced following substantial accumulation in 1979, but 
outlays for plant and equipment continued to expand at 
a rapid rate. 


The slowdown of real export growth which emerged in 
1979 continued, with only a marginal gain recorded in 
1980. The nominal deficit of trade in goods and 
services, however, was halved in 1980, following three 
years of deterioration. Strong growth in the current 
dollar value of merchandise exports, particularly to 
overseas markets, led the improvement. 


Overall prices, as measured by the G.N.E. deflator, rose 
by more than 10% for the second year in a row. The 
implicit price index for consumer goods and services 
was 10.5% higher in 1980, and this absorbed most of 
the 11.5% increase in personal disposable income; the 
income increase reflected a growth of 3.3% increase in 
labour force paid workers and a 10.1% increase in 
average weekly earnings. 


Perhaps the most striking feature of 1980 was the 
emergence of a record $8 billion surplus on 
merchandise trade, about double the surplus for 1979. 
Merchandise exports rose 16.8% in value, while 
merchandise imports rose only 11.4%, as a result of a 
number of factors. Commodities such as wheat and 
metal ores and alloys remained in strong demand in 
world markets. Prices received for agricultural products 
and crude materials rose 14.4% and 31.7% respectively 
during the year, following similar increases in 1979. The 
lagged effects of the devaluation of the Canadian dollar 
in foreign exchange markets, which began in 1977, 
became increasingly evident during the year. A 32.3% 
increase in exports to overseas countries reflected 
increased competitiveness in world markets, and offset 
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much of the effect of the U.S. recession on export 
demand. 


In aggregate, most of the improvement in trade 
reflected price change and reduced domestic demand, 
however, as the rise in the volume of merchandise 
exports was less than 1%, while merchandise imports 
fell 4.1%. Lower U.S. demand was most evident in 
lumber and automotive products, while non-automotive 
end products and fabricated materials registered 
impressive gains. The largest increases were recorded in 
energy-intensive goods such as aluminum alloys, 
chemicals, and iron and steel, which benefitted from 
access to Canada’s relatively low-priced energy stocks. 
Import displacement for such products as chemicals 
and iron and steel and a sharp decline in Canadian 
demand for automotive products contributed to the fall 
in imports. 


With both merchandise export and import prices rising 
by about 16%, the terms of trade were virtually 
unchanged for the year. 


The nominal service balance worsened again in 1980, 
as the deficit rose to $10.7 billion. Travel and 
miscellaneous income payments led the increase in 
outflows. Interest payments abroad have risen by an 
average of 26% since 1976, reflecting the devaluation of 
the Canadian dollar, heavy borrowing abroad by 
Canadians in the mid-1970’s and higher interest rates in 
foreign money markets. 


Inventories in real terms were reduced by $733 million in 
1980, a sharp reversal from the $1984 million increase 
in 1979. More than half of the reduction occurred in 
non-farm business inventories which declined $48 1 
million. Stocks declined about $200 million in 
manufacturing industries, with all of the drop occurring 
in the second half of the year. Durable goods such as 
transportation equipment, metal fabricating, and 
primary metals accounted for the bulk of the decline. By 
year-end, manufacturing stocks relative to shipments 
remained at about the same level as in late 1979. Retail 
inventories were reduced by $545 million, with about 
three-quarters of the reduction originating in motor 
vehicles. Farm-held inventories and grain in commercial 
channels fell $278 million in real terms, with the largest 
decline in wheat stocks. Strong overseas demand, 
partly the result of the U.S.-led boycott on grain sales to 


the Soviet Union, contributed to the draw-down of 
stocks. 


Business outlays for plant and equipment rose 19.2%, 
an 8.6% gain in volume terms. The largest increases 
occurred in manufacturing and energy-related 
industries. A desire to increase capacity in the pulp and 
paper and primary metals industries and the 
modernization of auto plants accounted for much of the 
increase in manufacturing. The large-scale nature of 
these projects explained the more robust growth of 
non-residential construction, up 11.1% in volume, 
relative to machinery and equipment, which rose 6.5%. 
The weaker growth of expenditures for machinery and 
equipment reflected an easing of capacity constraints 
and a reduction of farm purchases. 


Business residential construction declined 9.8% in 
volume. This was the fourth consecutive annual decline 
in activity, and this sector now accounts for only 3.9% 
of GNE. Weak income growth, high mortgage rates, and 
a slowdown in the rate of household formation have 
been the sources of this secular and cyclical decline. 


Real personal expenditure on goods and services rose 
0.6%, and the growth of consumer spending since 1977 
has recorded the weakest four-year increase in the 
post-war period. With disposable incomes rising at 
about the same rate as consumer prices and with 
interest rates at record levels at the beginning and end 
of 1980, consumers reduced real outlays for many 
discretionary items such as automobiles, furniture, and 
travel abroad. Demand for goods declined 0.6% in total, 
with all of the decline occurring in durable and 
semi-durable goods. 


The implicit price index of personal expenditure 
continued to accelerate in 1980, rising 10.5% with 
widespread gains by durability classification. 
Non-durable goods such as food and energy led the 
increase, gaining 12.1% from their 1979 level (the 
relative price of energy consumption for consumers rose 
following declines since 1974). Automobile prices were 
raised about 12% as companies attempted to pass on 
to consumers higher costs, including re-tooling auto 
plants for more fuel-efficient cars. 


Wages, salaries, and supplementary labour income 
grew 11.3% in 1980. Strong gains in wages and salaries 
were recorded in mining and in most service-producing 
industries. There were weaker growth rates in the 
manufacturing, construction and forestry industries. 


Corporate profits before taxes rose 8.6% in 1980, well 
below the 35.4% gain in 1979. The softening of profit 
growth was evident in all major industry groups. Within 
manufacturing, the largest gains occurred in chemicals, 
primary metals, and petroleum and coal products, while 
declines were evident in the transportation equipment, 
wood, non-metallic mineral products, textile and 
machinery industries. 


Total revenues of all levels of government combined 
(excluding inter-governmental transfers) rose by 13.6% 
in 1980. Revenue from all sources increased during the 
year, with the strongest gain in personal direct taxes. 


Total government expenditures increased by 14.8% and 
largely reflected higher outlays on goods and services, 
sharp rises in petroleum-related subsidies and larger 
transfer payments to persons. The relatively stronger 
increase in government expenditures resulted in an 
increase in the deficit, on a national accounts basis, by 
$2 billion, from $4.5 billion in 1979 to $6.5 billion in 
1980. 


Fourth Quarter 1980 


Gross National Product, seasonally adjusted at annual 
rates, increased to $301.8 billion in the fourth quarter; 
after allowing for price change, the rise was 2.0%, the 
Strongest quarterly gain in output since early 1976. The 
increase in GNP was primarily the result of a sharp 
increase in merchandise exports, and indeed the 
highlight of the quarter was the re-appearance of a 
current account surplus in the Canadian balance of 
international payments for the first time since early 
1974. Real final domestic demand rose 1.2% during the 
quarter. 


The nominal merchandise trade balance reached a 
record $11.7 billion at annual rates. Merchandise 
exports increased 10.0%, with most of the increase 
representing higher volume as prices rose only 1.4%. 
Exports of automotive products rose strongly, perhaps 
more reflective of optimism in the industry than of U.S. 
consumer demand. The value of shipments abroad of 
gold, natural gas, newsprint, and rolling mill products 
also rose significantly. Weak demand for many 
agricultural and mining products on world commodity 
markets was evident in lower exports and prices for 
goods such as lumber and mineral fuels. Following four 
consecutive quarters of decline, merchandise imports 
rose 4.5% in volume in the fourth quarter. Automotive 
products, machinery and equipment, and chemicals 
accounted for most of this increase. 


The housing market continued to recover for the second 
quarter in a row, with real expenditure up 2.2%. 
Business outlays for plant and equipment rose 2.3% in 
real terms, with a recovery in purchases of farm 
machinery leading the increase. Consumer demand rose 
1.3%, as increases in non-automotive durables and 
semi-durables such as furniture, appliances, and 
clothing outweighed a reversal of the third quarter 
recovery: in the domestic auto market. The strong 2.1% 
gain in consumption of services was primarily the result 
of a sharp increase in travel abroad by Canadians. 
Rapid price increases for food and energy helped to 
reduce demand for non-durable goods. 


The upturn of economic activity was accompanied by a 
$2.1 billion reduction in inventories during the quarter, 
equivalent to about 1.6% of GNP. This was about the 
same rate of depletion as in the third quarter, following 
eight quarters of strong accumulation. About $1.7 
billion of the decline was in the non-farm business 
inventories. The largest reduction occurred in durable 
manufacturing, where stocks fell about $200 million, 
with the primary metals, transportation equipment, and 
metal fabricating industries recording the most severe 
liquidations. Despite the sharp run-off in manufacturing

stocks in the second half of 1980, the ratio of stocks to 
shipments at year-end was little changed from late 
1979. Stocks in retail trade were little changed while 
those in wholesale trade declined. 


Wages, salaries, and supplementary labour income 
recorded its strongest advance since late 1976, rising 
3.6% in the quarter.

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Private Pension Plans and Socio-Economic Status 


R.K. Chawla* 


In Canada income of retired people comes from a mix 
of private and public sources. The latter include 
provision of retirement income from government plans! 
such as the Old Age Security (OAS), Guaranteed 
Income Supplement (GIS), Spouse’s Allowance (SA), 
Canada/Quebec Pension Plans (C/QPP) and other 
social assistance as provided individually by certain 
provinces of Canada. The OAS benefits are universally 
available to all Canadians aged 65 and over provided 
they meet residence requirements whereas the 
income-tested GIS and SA programs are designed to 
assist those OAS recipients who have very low incomes. 
The C/QPP, on the other hand, is an earnings-related 
program providing not only retirement income (not 
exceeding 25% of adjusted career average pensionable 
earnings) but also providing survivor’s benefits, 
including a pension for the surviving spouse, benefits for 
dependent children, disability benefits, etc. Almost all 
individuals aged 18 to 70 years participating in the 
labour force make contributions to the C/QPP and the 
amount of individual’s contribution depends on his/her 
employment status and the level of insurable earnings. 
At present, the current C/QPP legislation requires a 
contribution of 3.6% of their insurable earnings up to the 
maximum insurable earnings from a self-employed 
whereas a paid worker contributes 1.8% of his/her 
maximum insurable earnings as the other 1.8% is 
contributed by his/her employer. Besides these public 
programs, the present Canadian income tax system has 
provisions to reduce the tax liability during retirement; 
these provisions include pension and investment income 
deductions, age exemptions and provincial refundable 
tax credits. 


Private sources of income in retirement include income 
from savings accumulated over the working life, among 
them annuity benefits from personally held Registered 
Retirement Savings and benefits from work-related 
employer sponsored pension plans.2 The amount of 
income received by a person from employer sponsored

pension plans may vary with the type of plan, earnings 
profile, number of years of service, etc. 

Compared to the universal coverage under C/QPP, 
employer sponsored pension plans cover only 1/3 to 
1/2 of all labour force participants. However, for those 
in receipt of pension benefits from employer sponsored 
pension plans, the amount of pension income from such 
plans forms one of the key sources of their total 
retirement income (see Table II!) — thus demonstrating 
the importance of coverage under work-related pension 
plans. As the economic conditions in Canada are 
rapidly changing, especially the persistence of inflation 
over the last decade, workers are becoming rather 
concerned about the necessity to have more adequate 
coverage under employer sponsored pension plans or 
improved C/QPP benefits or a combination of both. 
Some recent Canadian studies3 have examined the 
present situation and made certain recommendations. 
The present study is different from other published 
studies (See footnote (3)) dealing with pension issues. 
Its main objective is to present and compare a profile of 
individuals aged 15 to 64 years who were in the labour 
force in May 1977 and who were covered under 
work-related pension plans with those not covered by 
such plans. This is covered in Section |. Section Il 
compares the economic situation of families with 
members covered by pension plans with that of families 
without pension plan coverage. Then in Section Ill it 
compares briefly the economic situation of families 
headed by persons aged 65 years and over who were in 
receipt of pension or annuity benefits4 in 1976 with 
those who did not receive such income. Thus Sections |

and || of the study deal with differences that are 
associated with pension coverage in the current labour 
force and are likely to influence the well-being of 
present workers in their future retirement, whereas 
Section III deals with differences in the economic 
situation of current retirees as associated with their 
pension coverage while working. The present study with 
its major thrust on the comparison of the economic 
situation of families covered by work-related pension 
plans with those with no coverage, therefore, fills-in an 
important gap left by other studies in this area (see 
footnote (3)). So from that point of view, the findings of 
this paper should be treated as an additional input to 
the current public debate on issues relating to employer 
sponsored pension plans. 

Data on family incomes and wealth used in this study 
are drawn from the Survey of Consumer Finances 
conducted in May 1977; this survey collected data on 
incomes received by households during the year 1976 
whereas their assets and debts were reported as of 
spring 1977. This survey supplement also collected data 
on the coverage under present or past work-related 
pension plans, whether or not pension contributions 
were paid in 1976 and the amount of such 
contributions. 


The economic status of a family unit is measured in 
terms of its total income and total wealth (or net worth). 
A family unit may be an unattached individual living 
alone or a family consisting of a group of related 
persons sharing a common dwelling. Total family 
income is the sum of incomes received by all of its 
members aged 15 years and over from all sources such 
as wages and salaries, self-employment, investments, 
pensions and government transfer payments. Wealth of 
a family unit is defined as the sum of its total assets 
(excluding vested claims against work-related pension 
plans) /ess its total debt. 


Section |. Profile of Individuals Covered 
Under Work-related Pension Plans 


There were 9.7 million individuals aged between 15 and 
64 years who were in the labour force in May 1977 and 
who had reported receiving some money income during 
the year 1976. About 64% of these were males and the 
remaining 36% were females. Their mix by employment 
status indicated that 92% were employees working for 
others for wages and salaries whereas only 8% were 
self-employed working on their own account. 


According to the survey data, only one out of every 
three participants of the 1977 May labour force was 
covered under employer sponsored pension plans. 
However, this pension coverage ratio increases to 
35.6% if calculated for all employees (leaving aside the 
self-employed) and moves further to 44.4% if calculated 
for workers who worked 50-52 weeks, working 30 hours 
or more per week, in 1976.6 Table | describes the

coverage ratio and percentage distributions of 
individuals covered and not covered under employer 
sponsored pension plans by the characteristics of the 
individual (taken one at a time) namely, sex, work status 
in 1976, employment status, age, relationship to family 
head, earnings group, family income and wealth groups. 
Selected highlights from this table are presented in this 
section. 

The following text Table A summarizes the situation in 
May 1977 as to whether labour force participants had 
reported ‘‘having’’ a pension plan, ie. being covered by 
a plan (see footnote (6)). The coverage under employer 
sponsored pension plans is more predominant among 
male workers than among female workers which is likely 
due to the differential mix by sex of full-time and 
part-time workers as well as of industry in which they 
work. For instance, the following data show a coverage 
ratio of 46.5% for male full-time workers compared to 
39% for their female counterparts; the respective figures 
for part-time workers, on the other hand, are 16.8% and 
12.4%. Thus the much lower incidence of pension 
coverage among part-time workers is largely 
responsible for an overall low coverage ratio of 25.6% 
for females compared to 37.8% for males. 

Table | shows that the coverage ratio is the highest 
among heads of families and unattached individuals 
followed by ratios for wives and other family members. 
Consequently, heads and wives accounted for 82.8% of 
all individuals covered by work-related pension plans 
compared to 67.1% of all those not covered by such 
plans. Furthermore, it may be noticed that the incidence 
of coverage under employer sponsored pension plans 
increases aS we move from the under 25 age group to 
the 45-54 age group and then shows a slight decline for 
workers in the 55-64 age bracket. It may be interpreted 
from these figures that as the young person enters the 
labour force, he may or may not be covered by a 
pension plan’ but his prospects of being covered 
increase as his work experience grows. Also older 
workers may be more concerned about taking jobs that 
provide pension coverage. A drop in the coverage ratio 
for individuals in the 55-64 age group may be partly due 
to the voluntary retirement from the labour force of 
some of these individuals covered by work-related 
pension plans.8 |

Whether or not this implies that the coverage under 
such plans provides an incentive to retire early from the 
labour force is a question not answered here but will be 
further examined in the forthcoming main study on this 
topic. The lower coverage ratio for individuals in the 
55-64 age bracket may also, to some extent, be 
attributed to the historical development of pension plans 
in Canada; it is possible that the relative lack of 
availability of employer sponsored pension plans in the 
1930’s and 1940’s, when these people were starting out 
in the labour force, has contributed to their lower 
coverage. 


As the level of earnings is positively related to age 
(using age as a proxy for the number of years of 
experience), one should expect the incidence of pension 
coverage to rise as one moves from the lower to higher 
earnings groups. The lowest coverage ratio of 4.8% is 
found for individuals with earnings under $2,000 
compared to the highest ratio of 64.5% for those who 
earned between $20,000 and $24,999 in 1976. It may 
be noted that of all those covered by pension plans, 
75.4% earned more than $10,000 in 1976 compared to 
only 33.1% of those not covered by such plans. As a 
consequence, average earnings of workers covered by 
pension plans were about 71% higher than those of 
their counterparts not covered by such plans; a similar 
ratio of earnings by sex showed a value of 50% for 
males and 97% for females. Furthermore, an 
examination of the earnings differential by sex for these 
two universes revealed that in the case of those covered 
by pension plans, females earned 61% of the average 
earned by males whereas this ratio dropped to 46.2% 
for those not covered by such plans; the smaller 
earnings differential by sex among workers in the former 
group can primarily be attributed to their relatively more 
homogeneous mix of full-year-full-time workers. 


The relatively higher average earnings of individuals 
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covered by pension plans must largely be responsible 
for their higher average family income compared to 
those without pension coverage. According to Table |, 
more than half of all individuals covered by work-related 
pensions belonged to families with incomes of more 
than $20,000 compared to only four out of every ten of 
those not covered. The highest incidence of 43% of 
pension coverage among persons in the $25,000 to 
$34,999 family income group may be attributed to 
multi-earner situations — in which either both the head 
and wife or some other combination of earners were 
covered by their respective work-related pension plans. 
One of the reasons the coverage ratio drops among 
persons with family income of $35,000 and over is 
because this group has a relatively greater number of 
persons who are self-employed or are otherwise 
engaged in business and thus are not covered by 
employer sponsored pension plans. 


As income and wealth of a family unit are positively 
related, one may be tempted to conclude that simply 
because the average family income of persons covered 
by pension plans is higher, their average family wealth 
holdings will also be higher than that of persons not 
covered. On the contrary, data presented in Table |, 
reveal that average wealth of a family unit with no 
members covered by pension plans amounted to about 
$62,000 compared to an average of a little over 
$47,000 for units with members having pensions. The 
incidence of pension coverage varies considerably 
across family wealth groups; it is, for example, 40% for 
the $30,000-$49,999 group but only 13.8% for the 
$300,000 and over wealth group. The declining 
incidence of pension coverage among persons with 
family wealth of $100,000 or more is largely due to the 
greater concentration in this group of individuals who 
are self-employed or have other 
business/farm/professional interests. It has already 


been demonstrated elsewhere? that the prevalence of 
such business interests contributes to larger wealth 
holdings. On the whole, more than half of all individuals 
covered by pension plans came from family units with 
wealth holdings between $15,000 and $99,999 and only 
9% were from families with wealth of $100,000 or over: 
the latter wealth group, on the other hand, accounted 
for 14% of all non-covered individuals. 


Section Il. Difference in Wealth Holdings of 
Families by Coverage of Members Under 
Pension Plans 


This section examines the family’s economic situation 
according to pension coverage. The statistical findings 
are confined to all those family units whose heads were 
under 65 years of age; all those with heads 65 years 
and over are considered in the next section. Since 
unattached individuals (one person units) differ in many 
ways from families consisting of two or more persons, 
statistical findings in this and the next section are shown 
separately for these two groups. 


According to Table Il, the overall coverage ratio among 
unattached individuals turned out to be 27.3% 
compared to 46.4% for families. Of all families reporting 
coverage, 68.6% have only the head covered and 
14.1% have both the head and wife covered under 
employer sponsored pension plans. On the whole, 
86.6% of all families reporting coverage have at least 
heads covered and the remaining 13.4% have some 
member(s) other than head covered. As expected, the 
average family income of those with some member(s) 
having coverage amounted to $23,430 compared to an 
average of $17,109 for families without a pension 
coverage; again, the average income of families with 
both the head and wife covered is the highest ($27,439) 
among all specified groups thus reflecting the effect of a 
multi-earners situation. 


Although the average wealth of families with both the 
head and wife covered by pension plans is relatively 
higher than that of families with only head covered or of 
families with some member other than head covered, it 
is still only 81% of the average wealth of families with no 
pension coverage. Why is the average wealth of the 
latter group higher than that of families with some 
member(s) covered by pension plans? Is the present 
Statistical evidence sound enough to infer that the 
coverage under employer sponsored pension plans has 
a negative effect on the accumulation of personal 
Savings? The latter question, as a matter of fact, has 
recently generated an interesting debate among 
researchers. According to some, the pension coverage 
does depress a family’s incentive to save for the future 
as the family expects to receive a steady flow of 
pension income during retirement years whereas 
according to others, the pension coverage induces 
further realization about the need to save more for the 
future and thence, should have a positive effect on the 
accumulation of personal savings. The limited nature of

the statistical analysis presented here does not allow us 
to support the views of one or the other group. 


Table Il contains data on the incidence of ownership of 
different asset items and the percentage composition of 
wealth in respect to these items for different groups. It is 
interesting to note that one out of every four families 
without a pension coverage has some 
business/farm/professional interests compared to just 
one out of every ten in the group of families with some 
member(s) covered by pensions. Indeed, equity in 
business alone constitutes 35% of total wealth of the 
former group compared to 13% for the latter group. 
This is the major asset item that differentiates the two 
groups and is also responsible for higher wealth 
holdings of families without pension coverage. For 
instance, excluding this item from wealth holdings of 
both groups, one can see from the following table the 
extent of change in the financial picture of groups:

The exclusion of business equity from wealth holdings 
thus makes families with some member(s) covered by 
pension plans appear financially ‘‘better-off’’ than their 
counterparts without a pension coverage — a complete 
reversal of the picture depicted by comparing wealth 
including business equity. Again, home ownership is 
another major asset item which shows a considerable 
variation among families in the two groups; those with 
member(s) covered by pensions contain a relatively 
larger proportion of home-owning families (possibly due 
to this group’s higher level of family income) and their 
home equity alone constitutes 55.7% of their total 
wealth holdings (compared to 36.3% for families without 
a pension coverage). It can, therefore, be concluded 
from these data that the equity in an owner occupied 
home constitutes a lion’s share of the wealth of families 
with member(s) covered by employer sponsored 
pension plans whereas for families without a pension 
coverage, equity in home and business interests, each 
accounts for a little over 1/3 of their total wealth. It is 
also interesting to note that the proportion of families 
holding stocks and shares, savings in registered 
retirement or registered home ownership plans, etc. is 
the highest at 40.7% among families with both the head 
and wife covered by pension plans (this group also 
reported the highest average family income) compared 
to the lowest estimate of 23.5% for families with no 
pension coverage. 
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Section III. Economic Situation of the Elderly 


The exploratory analysis contained in this section is 
confined to unattached individuals and families with 
heads aged 65 years and over. Our primary interest in 
this section is to compare the economic situation of 
elderly families who received private pension or annuity 
benefits in 1976 against that of those who did not 
receive such benefits. These benefits, in most cases, 
consist entirely of retirement pensions paid to retired 
workers or their dependants by private pension plans; 
included, however, are also those who were in receipt of 
annuity payments which may have been connected to 
past employment, the conversion of Registered 
Retirement Savings Plans or contracted privately. 
Income received from C/QPP has been considered to 
come from public plans and is not part of the 
classification criterion used in Table Ill. 


According to the survey estimate, there were about 1.4 
million elderly family units in May 1977. Out of these, 
47.5% were unattached individuals (more than 2/3 of 
these were women and about 80% were 
widows/widowers) living by themselves, 36.2% were 
married couples maintaining their own households 
(without other relatives present) and the remaining 17% 
had children and other family members living with 
them.1° The proportion of unattached individuals 
reporting income from a private pension in 1976 was 
26.1% compared to 41.2% for married couples. As we 
are interested in comparing the economic situation of 
those elderly who had to maintain their own household, 
we will exclude from the analysis those elderly who had 
children or other family members living with them. 
However, statistical data under ‘Total’ column of Table 
Ill pertain to all family units including the latter group for 
the sake of completeness. 


Table Ill reveals that the overall economic situation of 
the elderly unattached as well as that of couples who 
reported receiving pension income"! (other than from 
C/QPP) is much better than that of their counterparts 
not receiving such income; the former group not only 
has a higher average income but also has a higher 
average wealth.!2 For example, average wealth of 
married couples who received pension income in 1976 
amounted to $67,966 compared to $54,666 for their 
counterparts who did not receive such income; their 
respective average family incomes turned out to be 
$12,189 and $8,749. This table also shows that for 
those in receipt of pensions, the proportion of private 
pension income in total family income amounted to 27%

In the absence of pension income, therefore, the overall 
incidence of low income would have moved up by 10 
percentage points in the case of elderly unattached 
individuals and by about 15 percentage points for 
married couples. These data also show that the receipt 
of a private pension income has a greater ameliorative 
effect on elderly couples than on unattached individuals 
in terms of their income status; the lesser benefit of 
pension coverage for the latter group can be attributed 
to the limited nature or lack of survivor’s benefits leaving 
widows often without a pension. 


Although government transfer payments consisting of 
OAS/GIS, C/QPP, and other social assistance play a 
key role in the income situation of all the elderly, their 
share in their total income varies among the elderly who 
received some pension income and those who did not 
receive such pensions; for example, these payments 
accounted for 1/3 of the total income of elderly couples 
in the former group compared to 44.5% for their 
counterparts in the latter group. Such payments also 
constitute 57% of the total income of the elderly 
unattached individuals who did not have any income 
from private pensions. These figures thus illustrate that 
government transfer payments do not dominate the 
income of all the elderly. Clearly, elderly unattached 
individuals and married couples receiving private 
pension income depend relatively less on government 
transfer payments than those not having any pension 
income. For those in the latter group, however, earnings 


by such a plan may have reported receiving annuity payments or 
received pension benefits as a Surviving dependant.

alone accounted for 36% of the total income in case of 
elderly couples (this group also reported an incidence of 
labour force participation of 24.2% — the highest 
among all the analyzed groups). It is indeed possible 
that this group contains some people who are covered 
by employer sponsored pension plans but who did not 
receive any pension income in 1976 as they may have 
opted to work and have their pensions deferred until 
they have retired from the labour force. 


Like income, family wealth, on average, is higher for 
those elderly who received pension income than for 
those who did not have such income. Although the 
equity in an owner-occupied home is the major 
component of wealth of families in all specified groups, 
it is also interesting to note that both the incidence of 
home ownership and the proportion of home equity in 
total wealth do not show much variation among families 
across groups. However, a relatively higher proportion 
of units holding non-liquid financial assets such as 
stocks and shares, mortgages and savings in Registered 
Retirement Plans among families receiving pension 
income is largely responsible for this group’s greater 
proportion of total wealth in the form of miscellaneous 
net Savings. 


Concluding Remarks 


In this study a profile of workers covered by employer 
sponsored pension plans is compared against that of 
those not covered by such plans as well as the 
economic situation of their families is examined. Based 
on the universe of individuals aged 15 to 64 years who 
were in the labour force in May 1977, the analysis 
revealed that the coverage ratio was higher among 
full-year — full-time workers, and as a result among 
males than females. Those covered by pension plans 
tend to be slightly older than their non-covered 
counterparts and on average, have higher earnings 
which in turn must be responsible for their higher 
average family income. More than half of all those 


covered by pension plans belonged to family units with 
wealth between $15,000 and $100,000. 


Although average income of family units with some 
member(s) covered by work-related pension plans was 
higher than that for their counterparts with no such 
coverage, average wealth of the latter group exceeded 
that of the former group. However, the financial picture 
of these two groups was completely reversed when 
wealth holdings excluding business equity were 
compared thus demonstrating the critical importance of 
business equity component in wealth holdings of family 
units without pension coverage. Of all families reporting 
coverage, about 87% reported at least pension 
coverage for family heads and the remaining 13% had 
some member(s) other than head covered. 


An exploratory examination of the economic situation of 
the elderly unattached individuals and families with 
heads aged 65 years and over revealed that those who 
received some private pension or annuity income were 
economically much ‘‘better-off”’ than their counterparts 
not receiving such pension income. The level and the 
percentage composition of both family income and 
wealth showed significant differences for these two 
groups. Government transfer payments constituted a 
relatively lower proportion of the total income of units 
receiving private pension income than for those not 
receiving such income. 


Although the present paper contains some interesting 
findings, it has certain shortcomings. For instance, it 
does not touch upon the effect of the terms of pension 
plans as available to covered individuals as the data 
were Obtained from a household survey. Also the 
pension coverage as well as the economic situation of 
family units is studied using one variable at a time. The 
forthcoming full study on this topic will, however, 
present a multi-variate analysis and will elaborate on 
other aspects barely touched upon in this 
presentation. @

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Observations 
Graduates at Work 


The transition from postsecondary education to the 
working world is not always smooth, according to a 
comprehensive report released this month by the 
Education, Science and Culture Division of Statistics 
Canada. 


Job Market Reality for Postsecondary Graduates, 
Employment Outcome by 1978, Two Years After 
Graduation, by W. Clark and Z. Zsigmond, is based on 
a June 1978 survey, the first of its kind, of Canadian 
university and college graduates who received their 
degrees or diplomas two years earlier. To obtain details 
of their labour market experience two years after 
graduation, 45% of the 97,100 graduates in nine 
provinces were sampled, producing nearly 30,000 valid 
responses. 


The results reveal the disappointments encountered by 
many graduates during their first few years in the labour 
force. Although on the whole, postsecondary education 
leads to better jobs and higher salaries, recent 
graduates often find that a diploma or degree does not 
guarantee early career success. Many of them earn less, 
particularly at first, than some tradespeople; have to 
accept jobs that do not use their qualifications; decide 
that their choice of program was a mistake, and intend 
to go back to school to try again. 


The study presents a detailed analysis of the early 
working experience of graduates from at least 62 
university and college fields of study, and in a variety of 
occupations and industries. 


Different provincial outcomes and the migration of 
degree and diploma recipients within and outside 
Canada are also shown. 


Economic Council Chairman Dr. David W. Slater, in his 
foreword to the report, expresses the hope ‘‘that the 
ultimate usefulness of this effort is as a benchmark for 
subsequent related studies.”’ 


Highlights 

—Fields of study which showed the best results in one 
respect tended to be positive in others (and vice 
versa); that is, graduates of a field with low 
unemployment and little underemployment were also 
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likely to earn high salaries and be content with their 
jobs, salaries, and postsecondary training. They were 
usually graduates of job-oriented fields such as 
engineering, teacher training, most health disciplines, 
business, computer science and some technologies. 


—A more general education in subjects with little 
practical application often led to a lower-paid job, 
which made little use of knowledge and skills 
acquired during the years of study. 


—Those who fared worse held degrees or diplomas in 
fine and applied arts, the humanities and social 
sciences, and some of the sciences. Because these 
fields produced the largest numbers of graduates 
and/or demand for their skills was insufficient, 
competition for jobs was stiffer. 


—0On the whole, college programs are more geared to 
specific occupations than are university programs, so 
fewer of the 1976 college graduates were 
unemployed, underemployed, or had unrelated work. 


—One month after graduation, 60% of both university 
and college graduates were working full-time. 


—Two years after graduation 8.2% of university 
graduates and 6.7% of college graduates were 
unemployed, although the rate ranged from 2.2% to 
28.0%. Both extremes occurred at the master’s and 
Ph.D. levels. 


—42% of university graduates and 66% of college 
graduates had jobs directly related to their field. 


—One-quarter of college graduates and more than 
one-third of university graduates said they were 
underemployed. 


—FEight in ten university graduates and nine in ten 
college graduates felt it was important to find work 
related to their field. With fewer than that in directly 
related jobs, it is not surprising that one in four 
graduates regretted the course they had taken, and 
about 45% planned further postsecondary studies. 


—On average, university graduates earned nearly 
$3,000 a year more than college graduates, and a 
larger proportion were satisfied with their salaries. 


However, in certain fields college graduates were 
making more than some university graduates. 


University Fields of Study 


— Business is a fast-growing field with graduates still in 
demand. Unemployment and underemployment were 
low and salaries high, especially for postgraduate 
degree holders, though more than average were 
unhappy with their earnings. 


— Engineering graduates fared even better than 
business graduates, with low unemployment, little 
underemployment, and high salaries. 


—Health professionals were most apt to find jobs 
related to their studies. Dentists (mostly men) 
received the highest salaries of all graduates, while 
nurses (mostly women) earned less than average. 


— Education graduates had better luck finding 
well-paid, satisfying jobs in their field than might be 
anticipated, with the decline in elementary-secondary 
enrolment. The employment situation for teachers is 
expected to get worse, which may explain why nearly 
a quarter of the graduates wished they had not 
chosen that field. 


—Fine and applied arts graduates had more difficulty 
than most, with high unemployment and low salaries. 
Yet fewer than average were sorry they had selected 
that field. 


—Unemployment was highest (23%) among graduates 
in foreign languages. 


—FPhilosophy graduates with bachelor’s degrees had 
the highest underemployment rate (63%), almost the 
highest unemployment, and low salaries. But they 
were surprisingly satisfied with their pay. 


—Mass media graduates had the highest turnover, with 
46% leaving their jobs within three months. 


—Social science graduates had difficulty finding work in 
that field; nearly 40% of political science graduates 
were in completely unrelated jobs. 


—Psychology graduates, among the most numerous, 
took longer finding work, and more than half had to 
Settle for jobs that did not require a degree. 


—Sociology, physics, and biology graduates had more 
regrets about their choice of field than any other 
degree-holders. 


College Fields of Study 


—The college programs conducive to job market 
success were data processing and computer science, 
most of the technologies, and to some extent, 
medical and dental services. 


—Fields with a less favourable employment outcome 
were fine, applied and performing arts, general arts 
and science (including education and Jaw), and 
community service and social welfare. 


—Hardly any data processing or computer science 
graduates were out of work two years after 


graduation. Those with three- or four-year diplomas 
made the highest average salary of college 
graduates. 


—Graduates of the shorter programs in fine, applied, 
and performing arts earned less than all other 
graduates and were much more dissatisfied with their 
salaries than university graduates in that field. 
Unemployment and underemployment were also 
severe. 


—Underemployment was lowest (6% on average) 
among graduates of nursing and other medical and 
dental services. 


—Jobs were plentiful for graduates of secretarial 
programs, but they shared (with fine arts) the 
distinction of having the lowest salaries of all. 


—Although college graduates in business found work 
with relative ease, more than half were in clerical or 
sales positions. 


—The small group of transportation graduates (three- 
or four-year program) had more luck finding jobs 
right after graduation than other college graduates, 
but also the highest proportions wishing they had 
Studied something else and planning to go back for 
further education. 


Salary 


—In June 1978, dentists earned the most and 
secretarial and some fine arts college graduates the 
least (only a third of the dentists’ pay). 


—Apart from dentists, graduates with master’s or 
doctoral degrees received the highest salaries, on 
average nearly $6,000 more than bachelor’s 
recipients, who in turn, earned more than college 
graduates. 


—Many trades, which do not require postsecondary 
education, pay better than some occupations held by 
postsecondary graduates, especially office work. 


-—Almost without fail, male graduates earned more than 
females with similar qualifications and in similar jobs. 


—Overall women were paid $2,000 a year less than 
men; the income gap was greater at the college level 
than among university graduates. ws 

ee 

—Salaries were high for teacher training graduates of 
both sexes. Nonetheless, the best-paid male sa. 
graduates of this field were making an average of at 
least $4,000 more than the best-paid women. 


Occupations and Industries 


—About half the university graduates worked in 
occupations which seemed rewarding and satisfying: 
as doctors, dentists, lawyers, engineers, computer 
scientists, teachers, managers, and pharmacists. 


—About a third of the university graduates were in the 
occupations which received the least favourable 
assessments, including clerical, sales, and similar 
low-paid jobs. 
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—tThe ‘‘best’’ jobs for college graduates were in 
technical, technological, and computer work (mostly 
men), and nursing (mostly women). Responses were 
least positive from college graduates in construction, 
sales, artistic, or clerical occupations. 


—The proportion in jobs with nothing to do with their 
field ranged from only 3% for college nursing 
graduates to more than 40% for those with degrees in 
some social sciences. 


—FEducation was the major employer of university 
graduates (more than 40%). 


—For college graduates, health and welfare services 
provided the most, and usually the best, jobs. 


—Retail sales scored poorly on most points for both 
college and university graduates, with low salaries, 
high underemployment, and little job satisfaction. 


—One-third of the graduates working for the federal 
government were in temporary positions — the 
highest proportion among the industries. Salaries 
were average, but the earnings gap between male 
and female university graduates was greater than in 
other industries. 


Self-employment 

—Just 3% of the university graduates were 
self-employed —— many were graduates of law or 
dentistry. An even smaller proportion (2%) of the 
college graduates were self-employed; a good 


number were farmers in the field of primary industries. 


More than five times as many men as women were 
self-employed. 


Provincial Comparisons 


—Employment outcomes varied considerably for 
graduates living in different provinces in 1978. 


—For university graduates, Newfoundland offered the 
most advantages, with little underemployment, the 
highest average salary, and high job satisfaction. 
Saskatchewan was a close second. 


—The grass was greener for college graduates in New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan, partly 
because a large proportion of these graduates had

diplomas in nursing and other health services. 


—Many had moved during the two years: more than 
4,300 Canadian graduates went to other countries, 
but interprovincial movement was also significant. 


—British Columbia gained the most college graduates 
from other provinces, and Alberta the most university 
graduates. 


—Ontario was the biggest loser of both types of 
graduates, but still had more than any other province. 


Retrospective Judgment 

—One-quarter of all graduates wished they had chosen 
a different field. Fewer than 10% of the university 
graduates in medicine, business (with advanced 
degrees), and Jawhad changed their minds. More 
than half of the bachelor’s graduates in physics 
regretted their educational decision. 


—Half the bachelor’s degree-holders planned to return 
to a postsecondary institution within two years, more 
than at any other level. Least inclined to pursue 
further education were /aw graduates (only 8%), while 
73% of philosophy graduates intended to return.

The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 
time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used in Statistics Canada is the U.S. 
Bureau of the Census Method Il, X-11 variant. Seasonal 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted 
series over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest soan of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

A Guide to Statistics on Foreign Ownership and Control in Canada 


J.D. Randall* 
Introduction 


This article is an update of one appearing in the 
Canadian Statistical Review in January 1974. The 
demand for information on foreign ownership and 
control of sectors of the Canadian economy continues 
to grow, and the need to be informed on what figures 
are available, as well as their potential use, is still great. 
In addition it was also considered a useful means of 
publicising the expanded range of statistical information 
which has become available in the past seven years. 
Finally, the terms ‘ownership’ and ‘control’ and the 
various measures of describing different aspects of 
control still give rise to misunderstandings and this note 
may help in dispelling some of these. 


The note basically describes where statistics may be 
found, what is contained in the publications and why 
certain series are produced. It does not deal with the 
Statistician’s very real problems of timeliness and 
quality, nor does it enter the muddy waters of 
alternative measures of control. 


Before describing the specific statistical programmes, 
five broad dimensions of foreign ownership and control, 
which appear in bureau publications, are outlined. The 
first is the indebtedness of Canada to foreigners, or in 
other words the ownership of Canadian financial 
liabilities by foreigners. The second is the relative 
importance of these claims as a proportion of total 
similar claims held by both Canadians and foreigners. 
The third dimension is the extent to which ownership of 
Canadian share capital by foreigners gives them control 
of Canadian business. The fourth deals with the 
structure and behaviour of businesses and activities 
which are deemed to be foreign controlled, and the fifth 
compares domestic and foreign controlled businesses in 
Canada.

(ix) Canadian Balance of International Payments, 
Catalogue 67-001 (quarterly) and 67-201 
(annual). 


In addition to the above, work is well advanced on 
separate reports dealing with imports by country of 
control of importing firm, and the control of retail sales 
in Canada. The Science Statistics Centre also plans to 
release figures for the year 1979 showing the country of 
control of firms undertaking industrial research and 
development; figures in this area were published in the 
early seventies but they were not always consistent, at 
that time, with other published data. The above reports 
are scheduled to appear in fiscal year 1981/82.

Other departments and agencies produce selected 
series dealing with control. Reports on the operations of 
large foreign-owned subsidiaries were published by the 
Department of Industry Trade and Commerce from 
1964 to 1972 based on a voluntary survey undertaken 
in that department. A new report covering the years 
1973 to 1978 is currently being prepared. The Foreign 
Investment Review Agency annual reports also contain 
statistics on acquisitions made by foreign controlled 
companies. Reports have been published by the 
Department of Energy, Mines and Resources on the 
operations of Canada's petroleum industry, containing 
estimates of the extent of foreign ownership and control 
based on an ongoing survey of larger petroleum 
companies from 1977 to 1979. 


International Investment 


‘Canada’s International Investment Position’ reports 
contain comprehensive estimates of Canada’s liabilities 
to non-residents. Estimates of liabilities in the form of 
direct investment', portfolio investment, anda 
miscellaneous group including real estate, mortgages, 
etc, are available separately: together they comprise 
total foreign long-term investment in Canada. The 
geographical ownership of long-term investment is 
available for the United States and for the United 
Kingdom separately, and all other countries as a group. 


This set of statistics was designed primarily to answer 
questions relating to the value of financial claims that 
foreigners hold against Canada, the form of the claim, 
the holder of the claim and the debtor in Canada. It then 
became of considerable interest to be able to answer 
questions pertaining to the size of these claims in 
relation to some overall Canadian figures, and 
ownership statistics were developed on the basis of the 
ratio of foreign to Canadian ownership of long-term 
capital employed in major sectors of Canadian 
economic activity. 2 Depending largely on the degree of 
share ownership, ratios were also developed showing 
the extent of foreign control over long-term capital 
employed in Canada (long-term capital including 
long-term debt, value of capital stock issued and 
surplus accounts). 


The control ratios mentioned previously, and control 
statistics in subsequent references, are determined by 
the equity holding of the parent or non-resident direct 
investors, and are not necessarily indicative of the 
degree of control exerted over the subsidiary. No official 
statistics exist which quantify the concept of control in 
terms of the autonomy of the Canadian subsidiary to 
make financial decisions, export policy, pricing policy, 
production planning or personnel policy decisions, etc. 


1 Direct investment refers to investment that is made to acquire a 
lasting interest in an enterprise operating in an economy other than 
that of the investor, the investor's purpose being to have an effective 
voice in the management of the enterprise. When foreign ownership 
is concentrated in the hands of one investor or a group of 
associates, the percentage chosen as providing evidence of direct 
investment is typically quite low-frequently ranging from 25 per cent 
down to 10 per cent. The tendency is toward adopting percentages 
at the lower end of the range but it should be noted that these cases 
form a small proportion of the universe. 


Considerable detail is published on direct investment in 
Canada by direct investor’s country and the industry 
into which investment is directed in Canada. (The 
country of control may in some cases differ from the 
direct investor country, when the ultimate control of the 
enterprise making the investment resides in a third 
country). 


The form of direct investment is provided in terms of net 
inflows of capital from parent, undistributed earnings, 
financial transactions abroad with other than the 
country in which control resides, revaluations and 
reclassifications. The gross flows of capital between 
parent and subsidiaries in Canada are published only for 
transactions with the United States. The level of direct 
investment in foreign-controlled Canadian enterprises as 
well aS separate portfolio investment is provided so that 
estimates of the degree of leverage — capital controlled 
through share ownership — Is available. 


Foreign portfolio investment estimates are subdivided 
into the type of debtor, (e.g., the different levels of 
government, and corporations) and the currency of 
payments. As with direct investment, country and 
industry breakdowns are available. Canadian liabilities, 
other than long-term, including non-residents’ holdings 
of Canadian dollars, Canadian treasury bills held 
abroad, Canadian Government demand liabilities and 
money market-type obligations are also included in the 
international investment estimates. 


Supplementary information is provided on the number 
of Canadian concerns with foreign ownership elements 
and, as noted above, the extent of foreign ownership 
and control, expressed as a proportion of the total 
long-term capital employed is given, by industry, for the 
U.S., U.K., and all other foreign countries. 


A considerable body of information is published on the 
flows of payments to non-residents arising from their 
investments in Canada, including dividends paid, profits 
of unincorporated branches of foreign corporations and 
interest paid on funded debt. 


2 The concept of long-term capital employed may be equated, in a 
very general way, with net fixed assets plus working capital and 
some readers may find it easier to think of it in these terms.

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It is important to note that in these series, the 
enterprise, i.e. the family of corporations under common 
control, is the unit for which data are collected and 
published; it is at this level that many of the decisions 
relating to international investment and transfer of funds 
are made and reflected. This means however, because 
of the multi-industry nature of most large enterprises, 
the industry presentation is not precise and industry 
classified series based on corporations or plants 
generally yield different results. 


Some of the principal international investment position 
series are available back to 1926 and provide the only 
long term perspective of foreign investment in Canada. 


CALURA (Corporations and Labour Unions 


Act) 


The CALURA reports are published annually and focus 
primarily on corporate financial statistics presented 
according to country of control, with the purpose of 
measuring the extent and effects of foreign control on 
the Canadian economy. The reports are based on share 
ownership information collected from corporations 
under the act, and financial information obtained under 
both the CALURA and Income Tax Act. Share 
ownership information is utilized to classify Canadian 
corporations by country of residence of the controlling 
interest in the reporting corporation. 


On the basis of the geographical distribution of share 
ownership, corporations are classified as controlled in 
either Canada, United States or other foreign countries. 
Some data are published showing a detailed distribution 
by country of control for major financial characteristics 
and payments to non-residents. The statistical definition 
of control is generally based on the ownership of 50% or 
more of voting rights except in a limited number of 
important cases where control is known to exist on the 
basis of less than 50 per cent. 


The CALURA statistical series on foreign and Canadian 
controlled companies have been published for total 
corporate assets, sales, equity, profits and taxable 
income. These selected data are presented for 33 major 
non-financial industry groups and by asset size. 
Additional data are published by industry and control on 
items Such as payments to non-residence, Canadian 
income taxes paid, reconciliation of income to book 
profits, etc. A provincial and regional allocation of 
taxable income is produced by control which provides 
an indicator of the incidence of foreign control in various 
geographic regions of the country. 


In the 1972 report, detailed financial statements were 
published for individual industries and control groups. 
Data were produced for foreign and Canadian 
controlled corporations reporting assets in excess of $5 
million, and by asset size classes. For the 1975 annual 
and subsequent year’s reports, data on the industrial 
participation of leading enterprises was developed as 
well as Selected financial series and concentration data 
for detailed industries. Given the wide range of data and 
financial ratios presented, as well as the comparability 
achieved by classifying companies by size, it is 
expected that these statistics will assist in gaining 
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additional insight into differences in corporate behavior 
caused by the nationality of control. Although the first 
report goes back to 1962, during the start-up years the 
year-to-year series were not comparable. 


The published series were selected initially to provide 
some indication of the extent of foreign control in terms 
of the distribution of book wealth, the risk of ownership, 
participation in various activities and the overall 
profitability of corporations. An attempt to illuminate the 
regional dimensions of control was made through the 
provincial allocation of taxable income. Subsequently 
financial statements and ratios were developed in order 
to examine differences in structure that might have 
resulted from control being held in different countries. 


Every effort is made to ensure that an identical control 
classification of major businesses is used in compiling 
both CALURA and the international investment 
Statistics so that this is not a source of differing 
numbers. However, measures of control will be different 
depending on the variable selected, not only between 
the CALURA and international investment position but 
between measures in the CALURA report itself. There is 
in fact no reason to expect identical results — a good 
analogy is the difference in dimensions of a house 
expressed as a proportion of the aggregate of all 
houses on the street; measuring the house size by 
number of rooms, square footage, cubic capacity will, in 
all likelihood, give different results. The measure 
selected must be appropriate to the use intended. 


The corporate based CALURA series are subject to a 
certain degree of duplication in the financial statistics 
(about 16% of total assets of non-financial corporations 
represent investments in and claims against affiliated 
companies); for comparative studies of performance 
and behaviour of foreign vs. Canadian controlled 
companies this is not a severe limitation. To some 
extent, the information on the intra-enterprise claims 
and investments is useful in analysing financial structure, 
organization and diversification of foreign-controlled 
businesses aS compared to those under Canadian 
control. One advantage of the corporate data in 
CALURA is that it allows a more detailed industrial 
breakdown than is possible using enterprise units, 
although some blurring still occurs due to multi-industry 
large corporations. 


Intercorporate Ownership 


To meet the growing need for information on who owns 
and/or controls whom in Canada, an intercorporate 
ownership register is produced from non-confidential 
returns filed by Canadian corporations under CALURA. 
This information is supplemented by many public 
sources, such as the Foreign Investment Review Agency 
newsletter, the merger register at Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs as well as numerous business 
publications in order to complete information on many 
exempt corporations as well as to provide more current 
information on public corporations. 


To provide a framework for examining intercorporate 
ownership, relationships between corporations have 
been classified and presented according to their 


importance. The relationship presented is that involving 
the ownership or holding of the voting rights of a 
corporation by another corporate body or group of 
related individuals. The principle feature of this 
publication is that ownership relationships between 
corporations under common control are shown 
together. This forms what is termed the ‘‘enterprise’’. 
Numerous non-control relationships for related 
corporations are also shown. 


Each enterprise is classified to a country of control 
which applies to the parent corporation (enterprise 
head) and its subsidiaries. The inter-corporate 
ownership index identifies all foreign-controlled 
corporations in Canada, even those without 
inter-corporate ownership. Each active Canadian 
resident corporation has been given a Standard 
Industrial Classification (SIC) and a province of 
residence. This presents a picture of enterprise activity 
in terms of horizontal and vertical integration, 
conglomeration, multinational participation and 
provincial location of the corporation’s head office. 


Using such international publications as ‘Moody’s’, 
‘Jane’s’, and ‘Who Owns Whom’, information on 
ultimate foreign parent corporations has been obtained. 
In many cases, researchers have combined apparently 
unrelated enterprises operating from a number of 
foreign countries into one multinational enterprise. 
Wherever possible, researchers have examined the 
existence of any options, insider holdings, convertible 
shares and interlocking directorates, which could affect 
the control of a corporation. In a number of cases, 
reported nominees have been replaced by true owners. 
Information on certain family controlled corporations 
may appear as an integral part of an enterprise. Much 
of this research has resulted in expanded enterprise 
structures, Spanning several countries and leading to 
new insights into the organization of multinational 
enterprises operating in Canada. 


Other Control Series Produced in Statistics 
Canada 


The Multinational Enterprise Section in conjunction with 
other Divisions in the bureau has published several 
establishment-based statistical series by country of 
control.3 The establishments are linked to the 
corporation or enterprise controlling them for purposes 
of assigning a country of control. 


Efforts have been directed to producing a number of 
series focussing on industrial structure, which is seen in 
its purest form at the establishment level. In this context 
the Censuses of Manufactures, Mines and Forestry have 
been subdivided between Canadian and foreign 
controlled establishments, to produce ‘'‘principal 
statistics’ at very detailed industrial and geographic 
levels. These statistics permit the analysis of 


3 An establishment is the smallest production unit capable of 
reporting certain data relating to its expenses and sales. It is 
frequently a plant or factory, of which a single corporation may Own 
several. The control of any plant can normally only be established by 
tracing the ownership back to the corporation or enterprise. 


employment, wages and salaries, cost of materials 
used, shipments and value added by Canadian and 
foreign control for about 190 industries. In addition, at a 
broader level of industrial classification, data are 
published by province, and at the all-manufacturing 
level by selected metropolitan areas. The basic series 
now exist for 1969, 1970, 1972, 1974 and 1976. Work 
is continuing on the 1978 series. 


Separate reports covering capital expenditures in 
Canada by domestic and foreign controlled enterprises, 
giving both new and repair expenditures as well as 
separate construction and machinery and equipment 
figures are now published annually. So far the reports 
include manufacturing, mining and forestry industries 
and provincial geographic detail for the years 1969, 
1970, 1972, 1976 and all subsequent years. The reports 
are unique in the foreign control series in that they 
include capital expenditure intentions for the most 
recent year. 


An occasional study for the year 1975 made available 
employment by a range of industries not normally 
covered in the establishment-based studies, including 
construction, trade, transportation, finance and 
commercial services. Average annual earnings in 
Canadian and foreign controlled enterprises and an 
analysis of provincial employment also appeared in this 
Study. 


Two research type reports are available in which, in the 
first case, using the 1970 and 1972 Censuses of 
Manufactures, Mines and Forestry, a comparative study 
of industrial organization looks at concentration, 
diversification and size distribution of Canadian and 
foreign controlled firms in over 170 manufacturing and 
20 mining and forestry industries. The second report 
analyzes the relative importance of new plant openings 
and closings, and plant acquisitions and divestitures 
occurring between 1970 and 1976 as they relate to the 
structure and growth of Canadian and foreign controlled 
firms in the manufacturing and mining industries. 
Although both these studies are based on establishment 
data, the results are presented in terms of the impact of 
the overall enterprise. 


The underlying purpose of the above series stems from 
suggestions made in the Gray report in 1972 on 
‘Foreign Direct Investment in Canada’. In order to 
further understanding of foreign control on industrial 
organization in Canada, and to permit greater 
understanding of the costs and benefits to Canada of 
foreign investment in relation to technology, capital, and 
employment, a subdivision of selected basic series was 
suggested. 


Continuing the programme now well under way, reports 
will be published in 1981 giving new information on 
imports by country of control of the importing firm in 
Canada, and on the extent of retail sales made by 
foreign controlled retail establishments in Canada. The 
Science Statistics Centre also plans to make available 
for the year 1979 the country of control of firms 
undertaking industrial research and development, in 
Canada. Although some control information was 


published in the early seventies in the field of research 
and development, it was limited in scope and the 
control coding was not compatible with other series. 


Canada’s Balance of International Payments 


Quarterly and annual reports in this series provide 
insights into international capital flows associated with 
foreign ownership and control in Canada. Although not 
dealing with the level of foreign claims, or the extent of 
foreign control of Canadian industry, the following series 
published in the balance of payments are part of the 
broader picture: 


(i) Net capital inflows from direct investors for the 
establishment of new concerns, the acquisition 
of controlling interest in existing concerns and 
the extension of long-term capital to 
subsidiaries 


(ii) | portfolio investment flows from non-residents 
into Canadian securities; and 


(iil) investment income outflows of interest and 
dividend to non-residents arising from 
ownership claims on Canada. 


Important differences between the net flow of foreign 
direct investment recorded in the balance of payments 
and the changes in the level of direct investment 
recorded in the international investment position should 
be noted. The balance of payments records only net 
capital inflows from the controlling interest abroad, 
whereas changes in the book value levels of direct 
investment include undistributed earnings attributable to 
foreign direct investors in Canada, revaluations, 
reclassifications and other accounting type adjustments. 
Also included in the international investment definition 
of direct investment is the investment by others from the 
country of control, which, in the balance of payments, is 
regarded as portfolio investment. The international 
investment position definition is shortly to be revised to 
remove this difference. 


Foreign-Owned Subsidiaries in Canada 


Occasional reports have been published by the 
Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce based on 
information requested as part of government policy set 
out in “Some Guiding Principles of Good Corporate 
Behavior’’4. Figures from this voluntary survey of larger 
foreign-owned subsidiaries have been published for the 
years 1964 to 1972 and it is planned to release further 
data covering the years 1973 to 1978 in the near future. 


Although the coverage of this survey is not complete, it 
provides insights into the operations and financing of 
foreign owned subsidiaries not available elsewhere. The 
principal addition is the information on transactions 
between the subsidiary in Canada and its parent 
company and affiliates abroad, including merchandise 
imports and exports, payments of interest, royalties,

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managerial and administrative fees and charges for 
research and development. Other information is 
provided on the sources of funds from parents and 
affiliates in the form of advances, receivables and sale 
of equity and from other foreign sources in the form of 
bank and other short-term loans, bonds, other 
long-term debt and equity. 


The industry detail is restricted to eleven major industrial 
groupings and the country detail mainly to transactions 
with the United States and all other foreign countries. In 
addition, certain tables showing the transactions of the 
reporting Corporations by country of control separate 
the United Kingdom from all other countries. 


Much of the material in the published reports is balance 
of payments and international investment type 
information for the particular cross section of the 
universe covered by the survey, but it is not reconcilable 
with aggregate balance of payments series for reasons, 
largely of coverage but also, in some cases, because of 
differing definitions and groupings of transaction. Due to 
the coverage of the survey, the ratios presented may be 
of greater value for analytical purposes than the 
absolute dollar amounts. 


Canadian Petroleum Industry Monitoring 
Survey 


The work of the Department of Energy, Mines and 
Resources in the field of statistics on foreign control can 
best be summarized by quoting from their third annual 
report on the operations of Canada’s petroleum 
industry. The report is based on an ongoing survey 
undertaken under the authority of the Petroleum 
Corporations Monitoring Act (PCMA) enacted in June, 
Uae 


‘The PCMA requires larger petroleum companies — 
those with assets exceeding $5 million or annual sales 
exceeding $10 million — to report their financial and 
investment data. The reporting companies account for 
95% of the industry’s total revenues. 


The report examines the financial performance and 
investment behaviour of the petroleum industry. It 
presents in some detail the operating characteristics of 
the various components of the industry, i.e. integrated 
and senior companies, on the one hand, and the junior 
exploration companies, on the other. 


It contains estimates of the extent of foreign ownership 
and control in the petroleum industry. These estimates 
have been derived by applying Statistics Canada’s 
information on ownership and control for the reporting 
companies to the financial values obtained under the 
Act. 


Direction of Future Work 


Although a great deal has been accomplished in the 
area of foreign ownership and control statistics, further 
work remains to be done, both in improving existing 
methodology and extending the range of data available 
to users. A number of new series noted above are close 
to publication and revisions to the Corporations and 
Labour Unions Reporting Act have been proposed by 


the government to increase information on larger 
companies and reduce the reporting burden on smaller 
corporations. In addition, as the data base for foreign 
controlled firms expands, more customer specified work 
is to be undertaken. All the above steps are aimed at 
meeting the needs of analysts interested in the real 
resource, transfer of knowledge and market and 
industrial effects of foreign control. 

This article has only touched on the subject, and 
references to special ad hoc studies which have 


appeared from time to time have not been mentioned. 
Also, in presenting only an overview of statistics 
available, no reference has been made to definitions, 
refinements and technical adjustments to the figures. 
Despite these omissions, it is hoped that the reader will 
have become more aware of the availability of statistics 
in this field and that the article will serve as a Starting 
point for any deeper exploration that might be 
undertaken. @ 
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Financial Activity in Canada — Third Quarter 1980 


An Overview 


Total borrowing by domestic non-financial sectors 
during the third quarter of 1980 was $9,570 million, 
down 28% from the same quarter of 1979 (see Table 1). 
This amount was equal to 12.4% of GNP, a very low 
ratio in comparison to recent years and a sharp drop 
from 26.4% in the previous quarter (see Chart 1). Most 
sectors and most categories contributed to the decline 
in borrowing. Consumer credit, bank loans and 
mortgage borrowing by persons and unincorporated 
business were all down in the third quarter of 1980 
compared to 1979. Private non-financial corporations 
also reduced their borrowing, especially in the form of 
bank loans which showed net repayments of $885 
million largely as a consequence of reduced inventories. 
Net new issues of stocks fell but corporate bond 
borrowing rose. Non-financial government enterprises 
showed net repayments of bank loans and short-term 
paper. Net bond issues by this sector were considerably 
lower than in the first two quarters of 1980, but higher 
than the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Of 
the domestic non-financial sectors only general 
government increased its borrowing, and this resulted 
from large federal government activity on the bond and 
treasury bill markets, necessitated by a high deficit and 
the requirement to replenish cash and deposits depleted 
by heavy Canada Savings Bond redemptions in the 
previous quarter. Comparing the third quarter of 1980 
to 1979, the net repayment of bank loans was the main 
factor causing reduced net borrowing via shorter term 
instruments whereas increased corporate and federal 
government bond market activity largely offset reduced 
share issues and mortgages, with the result of a very 
low ratio of shorter term to longer term borrowing (see 
Table 2). 


Current dollar Gross National Product, seasonally 
adjusted, rose by 2.4% during the third quarter to an 
annual rate of $289.4 billion, but in real terms the rise 
was 0.4% — the first real growth in three quarters. 
Stimulated by the steep decline in short-term interest 
rates, consumer expenditure on durable goods rose 
substantially. Automobile sales benefitted in particular 
with most of the sales coming out of inventories. This 
Strength in the most recent quarter was insufficient, 
following several weak quarters, to restore real 
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consumer durable expenditure to the level of the 
previous year. The net flow of consumer credit reflected 
this and was down to $1,012 million in the third quarter 
of 1980 compared to $1,273 million in 1979. Apart from 
consumer durables, the only area of substantial strength 
was exports. A current account surplus of $1,085 
million gave the economy a boost. Residential 
construction, in real terms, fell for the fourth quarter in a 
row. As a result, net mortgage borrowing by the 
personal and unincorporated business sector fell by 
28% from $4,900 million in the previous year’s third 
quarter. 


Interest rates in the United States rose like a roller 
coaster to dizzying heights in the late winter and early 
spring and then abruptly plunged until the summer 
months, before rising again. Canadian rates followed a 
slightly more moderate course but the imposition of 
these rates on the Canadian economy appeared to 
affect the monetary aggregates. M1 declined by 3.0% 
during the second quarter as the demand for money fell 
because of the high interest rates. The reverse effect 
likely occurred in the third quarter as M1 rose at a 16% 
rate when interest rates were lower than earlier in the 
year. 


Non-financial Private Corporations 


The effects of the extraordinary depletion of inventories 
($1,464 million) in this sector dominated financial 
events, producing, first, the unusual situation of 
reducing the sector's not borrowing to only $45 million, 
despite a modest increase in gross fixed capital 
formation and a decline in net saving. The decrease in 
inventories contributed to enabling corporations in this 
sector to reduce their bank loans outstanding by $885 
million, sharply reversing the unprecedented high 
borrowing of previous quarters which in part had been 
required to finance the rapid build-up of these 
inventories. 


Since about mid-year 1978, rising long-term interest 
rates and a booming stock market have favoured stock 
issues Over bond issues as a source of financing. 
Despite a resumption in the bull market following a 
correction in March, net stock issues were down to 


$513 million in the third quarter and net corporate bond 
issues were up to $1,020 million. This return to the bond 
markets after so long an absence may have resulted 
from the small decrease in bond rates in the second 
quarter (see Chart 2) or it may signal the reluctant 
recognition that high inflation and high interest rates are 
here to stay. The third quarter witnessed a return to the 
normal relationship of yields on long-term bonds in 
excess of rates on short-term paper and this produced 
the expected result of an increase in net issues of 
short-term paper (which category includes bankers 
acceptances) to $384 million from $-137 in the previous 
quarter. The incentive to go directly to the money 
market, bypassing banks, was greatly increased during 
the quarter as the spread between the chartered banks’ 
prime lending rate and money market rates on 30 day 
instruments widened to over 200 basis points compared 
to a more normal 150 basis points or less. 


Financial Institutions 


The quarterly increase in chartered banks’ financial 
assets, at $2,997 million, was the lowest since 1975. 
The major cause was a decrease of $1,517 million in 
bank loans outstanding, the first quarterly decrease 
since the second quarter of 1970 and a wrenching 
swing from the record $7,300 million increase of the 
second quarter 1980. The single most important 
contributing factor was the swing in bank borrowing by 
Sector Ill which resulted from the switch to inventory 
reduction following a build-up in previous quarters. 


Net sales of bond assets by the banks continued for the 
sixth straight quarter although the proceeds of these 
sales were not apparently required to finance loans. The 
flow of consumer credit was less than the flow of the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year ($946 million 
versus $1,088 million) for the second quarter in a row. 


The reduced demand for Canadian dollar loans enabled 
banks to redirect funds to an increased build-up of 
foreign currency assets (largely in the form of corporate 
claims (category 2512) on foreign branches and 
affiliates) which exceeded the continued growth of 
foreign currency liabilities. As a result, banks reduced 
their net foreign currency liability position and their 
exposure to exchange risk. 


Credit unions (Subsector VI.2.2) continue to suffer the 
effects of the rise in short-term interest rates which 
began in 1978 and which was only recently interrupted 
by the plunge which began in May 1980 and ended in 
August (see Chart 2). Credit unions’ problems stem 
from a mis-match between the short-term nature of the 
bulk of their liabilities which are in the form of demand 
deposits and the long-term nature of their assets which 
are mainly mortgages and loans (but not demand loans 
as banks have for much of their assets). Consequently, 
the rise in short-term rates from early 1978 to early 
1980 placed credit unions at a competitive 
disadvantage because they could not always afford to 
pay market rates on deposits if the earnings on their 
assets continued at lower, old rates. These problems 
are reflected in the financial flow accounts which reveal 
a pattern of slowing growth of net increase in financial 


assets (category 2100). For 1977, 1978 and 1979 the 
annual flows were $4, 188 million, $4,164 million and 
$3,441 million and for the first three quarters of 1980 
the flow was $2,514 million compared to $3,281 million 
during the first three quarters of 1979. 


Sector VIII.7, other, n.e.i., has shown remarkable growth 
in recent quarters and this activity warrants a comment. 
During the third quarter, short-term paper issues of 
$688 million helped finance a $927 million flow of other 
loans. The bulk of these transactions and much of the 
recent growth in this subsector are attributable to the 
Canadian affiliates of foreign banks which, in many 
cases, likely have their eyes on the opportunity to 
become chartered banks under the new Bank Act. 


Federal and Provincial Governments 


The net borrowing requirement! of the federal 
government for the first three quarters of 1980 was 
$9,829 million, up from $8,053 in 1979: however, 
following the pattern of recent years, the borrowing 
requirement in the third quarter was down from the 
second quarter at $2,575 million versus $3,606 million. 


The means of financing this deficit were quite different in 
the third quarter compared to the second. Whereas in 
the second quarter $1,517 million was provided by 
running down cash and deposits to an uncomfortably 
low position, these were rebuilt by $956 million in the 
third quarter. The involuntary depletion of cash was the 
result of record net redemptions of Canada Savings 
Bonds caused by high rates on alternative investments 
— for example, five year guaranteed investment 
certificates of trust companies hit an historical peak 
early in the second quarter. 


The double burden of rebuilding cash and covering the 
deficit was carried largely by the bond market which 
absorbed net issues of $1,786 million with only $169 
million of Canada Savings Bonds redemptions offsetting 
this. The treasury bill market provided another $1,160 
million, an amount which makes the third quarter figure 
second only to the extraordinary second quarter when 
net sales were $2,300 million. 


The deficit of the provincial governments, in aggregate, 
is much less than that of the federal government; but 
their net borrowing requirements have also increased, to 
$734 million in the 1980 third quarter versus $172 
million in the the 1979 third quarter. The main feature of 
the provinces’ financial activity was the depletion of 
cash by more than a billion dollars which resulted from 
reduced net bond flotations and a reliance on cash 
previously raised on the bond market ($725 million in 
the third quarter versus $2,097 million in the previous 
quarter). Both Ontario and Quebec contributed to this 
pattern. On the other hand, Alberta’s Heritage Fund 
which is incorporated into the figures of this subsector 
(XI.1) acquired considerable assets, largely accounting

asset side of the balance sheet. 


Rest of the World 


Canada’s current account surplus (i.e., category 1900, 
net borrowing by the rest of the world) was $1,085 
million in the third quarter, resulting from slow growth of 
imports and healthier growth of exports. A reduction in 
the covered interest differential contributed to causing 
non-residents to sell off $574 million of finance and 


other short-term paper. The differential on long-term 
interest rates increased in Canada’s favour but this 
caused no increase in the flow of bond purchases by 
Sector XIll. Interpretation of the rest of the world 
account is obscured by the large discrepancy of 

$- 1,825 million, which is the net errors and omissions 
item in the Balance of Payments. The exchange rate of 
the Canadian dollar fell to 85.44¢ U.S. at the end of the 
quarter compared to 86.90¢ U.S. at the previous 
quarter’s close. [|

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The Role of Non-Residents in the Canadian Money Market

Introduction 


The money market is generally defined as that segment 
of the capital market where various short-term financial 
instruments are traded. In its capacity as a capital 
market, this market serves to channel short-term funds 
from one sector to another, to facilitate conversion of 
savings into investment, and to permit diversification of 
portfolios. However, this market is somewhat different 
from others in that it is very liquid, and the risk attached 
to the instruments traded is practically nil. In addition, it 
serves aS a major link between the monetary authorities 
and the financial system, as the policies of these 
authorities are transmitted via this market in particular. 
This aspect of the money market will, however, be left 
aside for purposes of this analysis. 


Rather, emphasis will be placed on the fact that the 
money market is one of the most important locations for 
trading in debt instruments between Canadian residents 
and non-residents. Whether non-residents invest 
through the Canadian money market or vice versa, i.e. 
residents do so through the foreign market, really only 
depends on the relative credit conditions which prevail 
amongst the various national money markets. This 
fluidity of the market is encouraged by the virtual 
absence of institutional restrictions, resulting in a market 
which is strongly integrated with the other national 
markets. 


In this study, the money market is taken to be limited to 
the Canadian non-banking sector, and encompasses 
the instruments generally traded by brokers. Study of 
the historical data reveals that the money market, thus 
defined, has given rise to net inflows of capital in the 
past. The situation is not as clear when the definition 
also includes the chartered banks. The banking sector, 
which is by far the most important borrower in the 
Canadian market, has historically invested more funds 
outside the country than it has borrowed from outside. 
However, these net outflows were denominated in 
foreign currency, more specifically in United States

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dollars. In order to simplify our analysis, however, we will 
confine ourselves here to the role of non-residents in the 
non-banking Canadian market. 


After outlining the importance of non-residents in this 
market, we shall attempt, in the second section of this 
paper, to explain the reasons which lead non-residents 
to invest in Canada. In conclusion, the role of this 
market as a stabilizing or destabilizing influence on the 
balance of payments will be discussed briefly. 


1. Participation of Non-Residents in the 
Canadian Money Market 


For purposes of this paper, the money market includes 
Government of Canada Treasury bills held by the 
non-banking sector, commercial paper (including 
bankers’ acceptances sold to non-residents), finance 
company paper, bills issued by other levels of 
government, and bills issued by the Canadian branches 
of foreign banks. 


The net amount outstanding on the Canadian market 
rose from $1.5 billion at the end of 1963 to $19.3 billion 
at the end of 1979. The most spectacular increase has 
occurred over the past ten years, during which it more 
than quintupled (Table 1). Non-residents played a prime 
role in this market; they accounted for 23% of the 
market at the end of 1963, the first year for which these 
data were kept, and their share fluctuated from a peak 
of 31% in 1964 to a low of 11% in 1973. At the end of 
1979, non-residents held more than $3 billion in 
Canadian bills, or 17% of the Canadian market. Data on 
the net holdings of non-residents camouflage the extent 
of the activity which occurs in this market. Because of 
the short-term nature of these instruments, there is 
considerable turnover among residents and 
non-residents; the volume of transactions rose from less 
than $2 billion in 1963 to $48 billion in 1979 (Table 2). 
Depending on the circumstances, these transactions 
may be very short-term. Thus, under certain conditions, 
Canadian brokers borrow from the United States in 
order to finance their inventory for the weekend. 


Secondly, it will be seen that such transactions are 
made on the basis of a technical arbitrage between 
‘federal funds’’ and ‘‘clearing house funds” and the 
rates prevailing in Canada. 


The Canadian money market is relatively young, its 
origins dating back only to the mid-fifties when only 
Government of Canada Treasury bills were traded. 
Since then, this market has diversified greatly, with 
non-residents adapting quickly to the new instruments 
traded (Table 3). As evidence of this, at the end of 1979 
non-residents held about 20% of financial 
intermediaries’ and other than Government of Canada 
instruments, and 17% of Government of Canada bills 
held by the non-banking sector. 


In contrast to other instruments, where United States 
residents are dominant among non-residents, 
Government of Canada Treasury bills are generally 
purchased by third countries (Table 4). Most Treasury 
bill purchases are made by central banks and by 
petroleum-producing countries. 


With the exception of some entities (particularly finance 
companies) which borrow abroad directly, 
non-residents’ investment on the Canadian money 
market is carried out through brokers. Indeed, analysis 
of the volume of transactions in 1979 reveals that better 
than one-half of the market with non-residents is 
dominated by two stockbrokers. This is scarcely 
surprising, given the very small number (less than 10) of 
brokers who trade in Canadian securities with 
non-residents. 


Having outlined investment by non-residents, we turn 
now to the question of why non-residents invest in the 
Canadian money market. 


2. Reasons for Investment in the Canadian 
Money Market by Non-Residents 


Non-residents invest in the Canadian money market for 
two reasons: diversification of currencies, and additional 
return to be obtained in comparison to similar 
instruments in their countries. In theory, investment 
should continue until the additional return disappears 
(theory of interest arbitrage between various domestic 
markets). 


As already noted, investment in Government of Canada 
Treasury bills is mainly undertaken by countries other 
than the United States. It appears that the larger part of 
this investment is not covered in the forward market, 
and one would thus conclude that this investment is 
made for currency diversification purposes. By 
diversifying his assets among various currencies, the 
non-resident minimizes the total exchange rate 
fluctuation risk of his portfolio. It remains the case that 
the non-resident investor could increase his yield if he 
were to invest in short-term instruments, also 
denominated in Canadian dollars but having higher yield 
and only marginally greater risk. But here the market 
segmentation theory is helpful in explaining why 
investment may be inelastic with respect to yield, and 
directed instead towards a chosen segment of Canadian 
instruments. Because of institutional or regulatory

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constraints of the home country, it is possible that the 
non-resident is obliged to limit his investment in 
instruments issued by foreign governments. Finally, it is 
probable that even in the absence of these barriers, the 
investor would still invest in these lower-yield 
instruments because of a perception of capital risk. If 
this is the case, one will have to wait some time until 
experience and a fuller knowledge of markets finally 
lead the investor to choose Canadian dollar instruments 
with higher yields. 


The majority of investors, however, invest funds in 
Canada because of the higher yields which can be 
obtained. As the bulk of such investment is undertaken 
by United States investors, the theory of interest 
arbitrage will be set out in terms of Canada/United 
States transactions. According to this theory, for similar 
instruments there is an interdependence between 
short-term interest rates in Canada and the United 
States, and between the spot and forward exchange 
rates between the Canadian and United States dollar. 
The theory implies that, in the absence of market 
imperfections, equilibrium among interest rates on the 
various domestic markets will occur when the rates are 
effectively at the same levels, with adjustment occurring 
through the exchange rate or through interest rates 
themselves. Although sometimes interpreted differently, 
the theory is not about cause and effect relationships, 
but rather limits itself to asserting that the existence of 
differences in effective rates of interest in different 
markets will set in motion a process of adjustment 
which will re-establish effective equality. To understand 
the entire theory it is useful to follow a step-by-step 
approach, considering first a simplified case under 
restrictive assumptions, and then considering more 
complex cases. 


Assuming a constant exchange rate between Canada 
and the United States (i.e. equality of the spot and 
forward rates), and the absence of any perception of 
sovereign risk (i.e. risk associated with investment in 
another country), the theory asserts that interest rates 
in Canada and the United States will be the same. Given 
the size of United States financial markets relative to 
Canadian markets, it is certain that conditions prevailing 
in the United States will dominate the overall market. 
Any change in one segment of the market will result in 
movements of arbitrage capital which will re-establish 
uniformity of the two markets. This assertion is indeed 
verified; there is uniformity in the rates prevailing on the 
same type of instrument in a single country in the 
absence of legal barriers. However, sovereign risk and 
other imperfections cannot be ignored, as evidenced by 
the difference between euro-currency and domestic 
interest rates. The parallelism which exists between 
changes in these rates shows, however, that the two 
markets are closely integrated with the influence flowing 
largely from the domestic market to the euro-dollar 
market. All this amounts to saying that if a resident 
wishes to borrow in United States dollars, he will have to 
accept the conditions in the euro-dollar market, which 
are in turn determined by conditions in the United 
States market. 
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Assume now that the spot value of the Canadian dollar 
in United States dollars differs from the forward value 
because of expectations as to the trend of the 
exchange rate and suppose further that these 
expectations are fully reflected in a premium or discount 
in the forward rate. According to the theory, in 
equilibrium the interest rate differential between the 
United States and Canada will be exactly equal to the 
premium or discount prevailing in the forward market. 
Thus, if United States rates increase, not only will 
non-residents fail to roll over their investments in the 
Canadian market, but resident investors will also be 
drawn to the United States market. These capital 
outflows will give rise to an increase in Canadian interest 
rates as the Bank of Canada will purchase Canadian 
dollars (reducing liquidity in the market for Canadian 
dollars) and as the supply of credit will be reduced by 
the capital outflow. There will also be downward 
pressure on the spot value of the Canadian dollar and 
upward pressure on the forward value, with the impact 
being generally larger on the forward rate due to the 
relatively smaller volume of transactions in this market. 


The final restrictive assumption, that expectations are 
fully reflected in the forward market, may now be 
removed. There are many reasons why the expected 
value of the Canadian dollar may change, the most 
common having to do with energy, foreign trade, 
inflation, political changes, federal government policies 
and, last but not least, changes in the interest 
differential vis-a-vis the United States. Whatever the 
underlying explanation for a change, the change will 
cause speculative flows of capital which will affect the 
spot and forward rates for the Canadian dollar, tending 
to re-establish consistency between the expected value 
of the dollar and its forward rate. For example, following 
an increase in United States interest rates, speculators 
will expect a fall in the value of the Canadian dollar and 
will influence the market by buying United States dollars 
on a spot or forward basis. The forward market | is 
generally preferred by speculators as the funds required 
are very small. In addition, the actions of speculators will 
be supplemented by the similar actions of firms which, 
in the face of expectations of a fall in the Canadian 
dollar, speed up the settling of accounts payable in 
United States dollars and delay settlements of accounts 
receivable in U.S. dollars. These speculative flows on 
the exchange market, caused by changes in 
expectations, will affect the spot and forward rates for 
the Canadian dollar, giving rise to new conditions for 
interest arbitrage which in turn will lead to flows of 
arbitrage capital. 


In sum, parallel movements in Canadian and United 
States interest rates are the result: of arbitrage capital 
flows which continue until interest differentials between 
the two countries equal the prevailing premium or 
discount on the Canadian dollar forward rate, of 
speculative capital flows which ensure that the forward 
rates reflect expectations as to the value of the 
Canadian dollar; and finally of expectations that the 
exchange rate of the Canadian dollar will equilibrate the 
differentials in interest rates. 


While the facts provide some corroboration of the 
theory of interest arbitrage, in that differentials in United 
States and Canadian interest rates are strongly linked to 
the spot and forward exchange rates, it is also the case 
that the relation is not in full accord with what the theory 
would suggest. 


There are market imperfections, such as transaction 
costs, the multiplicity of interest rates, the thinness of 
certain markets, legal complications in the markets such 
as withholding taxes, lack of knowledge of market 
opportunities, and finally the risk associated with 
investment in a country other than one’s own (sovereign 
risk). 

Historically, conditions have favoured non-resident 
investment in the Canadian money market. In general, 
Canadian borrowers have borrowed in Canadian dollars 
and non-resident investors have looked after the details 
of arbitrage. But this is not always the case; often the 
borrower directly seeks out non-resident investors with 
foreign currency funds and undertakes the arbitrage 
operation himself. 


A typical example of this type of behaviour is provided 
by money market brokers. They regularly need to 
finance inventory on a short-term basis, and frequently 
use the sight money market providing certain financial 
assets from their inventory as security (sale with 
repurchase clause). If conditions are appropriate, 
brokers can obtain funds denominated in foreign 
currencies from non-resident banks in the same manner, 
and then convert their funds in the exchange markets 
(spot and forward). In fact, a substantial volume of this 
arbitrage activity between the United States and 
Canada occurs on Friday for the weekend period, the 
brokers taking advantage of reduced rates prevailing on 
“clearing house funds’’ on Fridays. If lower rates apply 
on such funds than on sight loans in Canada, the broker 


will choose this source for weekend financing. 


For example, assume the following conditions: 

Interest rate on sight loans in Canada: 10% (365 days) 
Interest rate on Friday clearing house funds in the U.S.: 
2% (360 days) 

Spot rate on U.S. dollar: 115.00 cents Canadian 

3-day rate on U.S. dollar: 115.05 cents Canadian

This weekend financing phenomenon can, in certain 
periods, give rise to large flows of funds which are not 
generally reflected in the statistics as the movements 
net out over time.

Conclusion: 

To this point, it has been seen that non-residents play 
an important role in the Canadian money market, 
investing in the market either because of the currency 
diversification which the market provides, or because of 
the extra yield obtainable relative to comparable 
instruments in their domestic market. Now we must 
analyse how these flows of capital relate to the overall 
balance of payments, and in particular whether they are 
Stabilizing or destabilizing. 


Short-term capital flows can play a stabilizing role with 
respect to the exchange rate and thus lessen the need 
for recourse to use of currency reserves in order to 
Stabilize the exchange rate. In the absence of 
intervention in financial markets, a net excess demand 
for U.S. dollars (caused by a deficit in the current 
account) results in a depreciation of the Canadian 
dollar, thus modifying the conditions for arbitrage 
between the United States and Canada in such a way 
as generally to attract flows of capital (arbitrage and 
speculative) into Canada and to reduce the downward 
pressure on the Canadian dollar. But it can also happen 
that a net excess demand for foreign currency may be 
interpreted as an indicator of a larger depreciation to 
come, resulting in downward pressure on the Canadian 
dollar not only in the spot market but also in the forward 
market, thus completely reversing the arbitrage 
conditions and encouraging an outflow to the United 
States. These flows, far from stabilizing the exchange 
rate, will cause additional pressures on the Canadian 
dollar. 


If the authorities intervene in the exchange market, a net 
excess demand for foreign currency will not be reflected 
solely on the exchange market. Unless the authorities 
sterilize their intervention in financial markets, the 
purchase of Canadian dollars will cause a reduction in 


Canadian liquidity, which in turn will result in an increase 
in Canadian interest rates and a change in the arbitrage 
conditions so as to encourage investment in Canada. If, 
on the other hand, the net excess demand is perceived 
to be acontinuing phenomenon, it will produce 
downward pressure on the spot and forward values of 
the Canadian dollar, which could reverse arbitrage 
investment in spite of the automatic increase in 
Canadian short-term interest rates. If the authorities 
wish to stabilize the Canadian dollar under these 
conditions, they. will have to tighten conditions by 
implementing a high interest policy in order to 
re-establish arbitrage relations favourable to Canada. 


During the last several years, the Canadian authorities 
have not only had to deal with a net excess demand for 
United States dollars resulting from the continuing 
deficit in the current account, they have also had to 
defend against continuous increases in United States 
interest rates. They have reacted by raising the 
structure of Canadian interest rates in a parallel way, 
not only to preserve the inflow of arbitrage capital, but 
also to avoid adverse expectations as to the Canadian 
dollar which could cause outflows of speculative capital 
and thus additional downward pressure on the 
Canadian dollar. 


In sum, there are market mechanisms which act in such 
a way that a decrease in the value of the Canadian 
dollar creates arbitrage conditions which encourage 
inflows of capital, thus helping to limit the downward 
pressures. Under conditions of continuing downward 
pressure, as result from continuous current account 
deficits, the situation is less clear since speculative 
outflows of capital can modify the arbitrage conditions 
in such a way as to encourage outflows of arbitrage 
capital and cause additional pressure on the Canadian 
dollar. Such flows would in fact be destabilizing.

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Observations 
The Ottawa Summit 


Preparations are accelerating for the seventh annual 
Summit meeting of Heads of State or Government of 
the major industrialized countries, to be held on 

July 20 - 21. 


The Government chose Ottawa as the basic site for the 
Summit for reasons of communications, 
accommodation, security and the presence of 
diplomatic representation. However, in keeping with the 
wishes of all participants for an informal setting, the 
Chateau Montebello was selected as a companion site. 


The Chateau is situated 66 kilometers east of Ottawa on 


the Quebec side of the Ottawa River. 


The Summit will bring to Canada the Leaders of France, 
the Federal Republic of Germany, Italy, Japan, the 
United Kingdom, the United States and the President of 
the Commission of the European Communities. The 
Summit Leaders are usually accompanied by their 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs and Finance and possibly 
one other Minister. 


The Prime Minister, the Right Honourable Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, as host and chairman of the Ottawa Summit, 
will chair discussions on key issues of concern to all 
countries. Among them, the Summit countries account 
for over half the world’s production of goods and 
services and 80% of the output of the industrialized 
world. 


The first Summit, at Rambouillet, France (1975) 
convened in an attempt to develop a concerted, 
worldwide effort on complex international economic 
problems. The focus has slightly shifted at each of the 
subsequent meetings. The Puerto Rico, London and 
Bonn Summits stressed the need for greater 
coordination of economic policies. Tokyo emphasized 
the need for structural adjustment, particularly in 
relation to economic management and the supply of 
energy. Last year, at Venice, the Leaders concentrated 
on a comprehensive international approach to energy 
problems, inflation and the need to respond to acute 
problems of the developing world. The Ottawa Summit 
can be expected to continue discussions on economic 
growth, employment and inflation, international trade 
policy as well as to review the energy strategy put 
forward at Venice. The North-South dialogue will be 


discussed against the background of a report to be 
presented to the Leaders by their Personal 
Representatives. 


Derek Burney, Summit Administrator, is in charge of 
organizational arrangements for the Ottawa Summit. He 
is heading a Task Force drawn from various branches of 
the Government having extensive involvement in 
international conferences and major visits to Canada. 


The Sites 
East Block, Parliament Buildings 


The conference room in the historic East Block of the 
Parliament Buildings has been selected as a formal 
meeting place for Leaders during the Ottawa Summit. 
As part of a major restoration and renovation of this 
building, the conference room is being redecorated and 
outfitted with modern meeting facilities. In addition, the 
East Block will contain the offices of national 
delegations. 


The East Block is the oldest structure on Parliament Hill 
one of the original buildings completed in 1872. 


The East Block housed the office of Sir John A. 
MacDonald, Canada’s first Prime Minister. His office, 
four other rooms of historical significance and the main 
Stairways and corridors are being restored to appear as 
they are believed to have looked in 1872.

The functional office space, which includes the 
conference room, is being decorated in colours and 
patterns true to the period. 


The Chateau Montebello 


The Chateau Montebello, the world’s largest log 
building, is the setting for informal discussions at the 
Summit. Four wings of rooms radiate off a rotunda 
featuring a massive hexagonal fireplace. The 
densely-wooded grounds contain a wide variety of 
facilities for Summer and Winter sports. 


The Chateau was built in four months during 1930 under 
the auspices of the Seigniory Club, a group of wealthy 
North American sportsmen dedicated to preserving the 
natural beauty of the area. It is now owned and 
operated as a resort by Canadian Pacific Hotels. 

Formal sessions of the Summit will be held in the

This index is a summary of the data in CANSIM. It

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Originating from the CANSIM Main Base which is 
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The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 
time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used in Statistics Canada is the U.S. 
Bureau of the Census Method Il, X-11 variant. Seasonal 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted 
series over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest span of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

Gross National Product 
First Quarter 1981 Advance Information 


Following normal practice, data from 1977 to 
1980 inclusive, have been revised to incorpo- 
rate the most current source data and re- 
vised seasonal patterns. The revisions are 
generally within historically expected ranges. 


Preliminary estimates indicate that Gross National 
Product, seasonally adjusted at annual rates, reached a 
level of $314.6 billion in the first quarter of 1981. After 
allowing for an overall price change of 2.5%, the 
increase in G.N.P. was 1.0%. The first quarter advance 
in real G.N.P. was reduced by an exceptionally large 
rebound in dividends paid to non-residents. Excluding 
international transactions in investment income, the 
increase in the volume of output on a domestic basis 
was 1.5%. 


The further expansion of the economy, following a 
robust 2.3% gain in the fourth quarter of 1980, had its 
origins in a fairly widespread strengthening of domestic 
demand, despite rapid inflation and a record quarterly 
level of interest rates. In marked contrast to the first half 
of 1980 when output declined, these interest rates did 
not appear to have the same inhibiting effect on 
spending and borrowing levels. A substantial 5.8% drop 
in real merchandise exports provided more visible 
evidence of the dampening effects of heightened 
monetary restraint throughout most of the major 
industrialized nations. At the same time, both the 
economy-wide and personal expenditure quarterly 
indexes of inflation worsened despite an easing of price 
increases for many raw materials and some 
manufactured goods. 


Expenditure on residential construction exemplified the 
paradox of the performance of final domestic demand in 
the first quarter. The 7.4% increase in real expenditure 
on housing can be starkly juxtaposed with the 
debilitating effects on market conditions of high 
mortgage rates in the first half of 1980, as economic 
agents in general thus far have adapted with 
unexpected ease to a period of high interest rates. The 
strength of the recovery in the housing sector was most 
evident in work-put-in-place, which recorded its largest 
increase in recent years. The upsurge of demand in the 
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re-sale market that began in mid- 1980 reached record 
levels in several major cities, with pockets of particular 
strength in Toronto and Vancouver. The further uptrend 
of mortgage rates in the second quarter would appear, 
however, to have dissipated some of this strength. 
Costs incurred in the modifying and resale of the 
existing housing stock — that is, real estate 
commissions and alterations and improvements — 
continued to rise strongly and now account for about 
40% of activity within residential construction, a 
dramatic increase of ten percentage points in the past 
three years. 


Following a surge in the second half of 1980, net 
nominal exports of goods and services fell six billion 
dollars, as the merchandise trade surplus registered its 
steepest quarterly decline on record. After allowing for 
price changes, real net merchandise exports fell by 
almost $2 billion. Sharply lower auto exports to the 
United States and slumping demand from overseas 
nations accounted for most of the 5.8% drop in real 
exports. 


Final domestic demand was also supported by 
continued strong gains in business investment in plant 
and equipment, up 2.2% in volume in the quarter. A 
3.6% increase in non-residential construction accounted 
for most of this strength. Inventories rose $540 million in 
volume, in the first quarter, a distinct reversal from the 
over $4 billion liquidation in the second half of 1980. 


Real personal expenditure on goods and services rose 
0.5%. Slumping energy demand and declining travel 
expenditures abroad partly offset steadily rising 
consumer demand for most durable and semi-durable 
goods. 


Consumer prices as measured by the personal 
expenditure deflator have risen 11.4% over the past four 
quarters, the largest increase since early 1975. Sharply 
higher prices within non-durable goods, particularly for 
energy and food, led to a 2.5% gain in the total index. 
While consumers shouldered a burden of more rapid 
price increases, the year-over-year increase in the GNE 
implicit index for prices economy-wide has slowed to 
about a 10% rate in recent quarters. Weakening export 


prices received for a wide range of goods traded in 
commodity markets accounted for most of this 
slowdown. The 4.5% increase in the implicit price index 
for exports was largely the result of compositional shifts 
within the mix of goods masking a decline in prices for 
crude and fabricated materials. 


Wages, salaries, and supplementary labour income 
slowed to a 3.0% increase from the 4.1% gain in the 
previous quarter. The underlying trend of wage gains 
was distorted by an increase in strike effects and a drop 
in special payments. Excluding these effects, labour 
income has risen over 3.5% in each of the last two 
quarters. Goods-producing industries led this increase, 
as wages and salaries rose over 4.0% in the 
manufacturing, construction, mining and forestry 
industries. Despite the recent strengthening of wage 
increases and continuing increases in employment over 
the past year, labour income’s share of GNP remained 
at about 56.0%. 


Corporate profits before taxes were little changed in the 
quarter. This represents the sixth consecutive quarter of 
weak or declining growth in profits, a period which has 
seen the share of GNP accruing to corporate profits 
decline from 14.0% to 12.3%. Despite this development, 
business investment in plant and equipment has 
continued to command a steadily rising share of total 
output. A reduction in inventory profits and weak 
commodity prices helped to restrain profit growth. 


Total personal income and personal disposable income 
both grew about 4.0% in the quarter, and about 14.5% 
in the past year. The personal savings rate rose to 
10.3% in the first quarter, in line with the average for the 
past three years. 


Total government revenue, excluding intergovernmental 
transfers, increased by 6.4% after a 5.5% growth in the 
fourth quarter of 1980. Sharp increases were attributed 
to much higher petroleum related revenues and 
increased unemployment insurance premiums. Total 
government expenditure rose by 3.8% after a 2.3% 
increase in the fourth quarter. Major contributors to the 
sharp rise were interest on the public debt and higher 
expenditure on goods and services. The rise was 
mitigated by a reduction in petroleum compensation 
payments. The relatively stronger increase in revenue 
resulted in a decrease in the deficit, on a national 
accounts basis, by $2.9 billion, from $5.5 billion in the 
fourth quarter of 1980 to $2.6 billion in the first quarter. 


Revisions 


The most significant revisions to previously published 
estimates occurred in labour income, corporation 
profits, business investment in plant and equipment, 
and dividends paid to persons. 


For labour income, incorporation of the Department of 
National Revenue tabulation of wages and salaries from 
the ‘‘T-4” forms submitted by employers for 1979 and 
more recent information on supplementary labour 
income, led to an upward revision of $727 million. This 
raised the growth rate of labour income from 11.2% to 
11.7%. Against this background, and taking into 
account movements in employment and earnings in 
1980, the estimate of labour income growth for use 
within the G.N.P. accounts has been raised from 11.3% 
to 11.9% for 1980. 


Business investment in plant and equipment was revised 
to include final results for 1979 and preliminary 1980 
results from the Survey of Private and Public Investment 
in Canada. Expenditures on non-residential construction 
were raised $626 million, and machinery and equipment 
$503 million. The resulting 1979 year-to-year changes 
were raised from 20.0% to 24.2% and from 20.4% to 
23.4%, respectively. Year-to-year changes for 1980 
were little changed from those previously published. 


Revisions to corporate profits and depreciation resulted 
from the incorporation of 1978 taxation data 
benchmarks and revised 1979 and 1980 projections. 
The use of the 1978 taxation data also resulted in a 
substantial upward revision to dividends paid to persons 
and thus to personal income. Much of the increase in 
the 1978 dividend payments stemmed from the 
disposition of tax-paid undistributed surplus under 
Section 83 of the Income Tax Act. The high level of 
dividends continued in 1979, mainly as a result of the 
removal of the restrictions imposed by the A.1.B. 


The net effect of these and all other revisions has been 
to change slightly overall annual growth rates of G.N.E. 
as follows:

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Financial Activity in Canada 
An Overview 


During 1980, domestic non-financial sectors of the 
Canadian economy raised $64.3 billion on conventional 
credit markets, compared with $58.7 billion in 1979. 
The funds so raised in 1980, represented 22.3% of the 
value of final goods and services produced in Canada, 
virtually unchanged from the year earlier. 


While violent movements in interest rates dominated 
financial activity in Canada in 1980, other significant 
events included: continuing high inflation rates fuelled in 
part by rapid rises in world oil prices; continued growth 
in bank lending; new peaks in Canadian stock prices; 
reduced rate of growth of M1, consistent with the Bank 
of Canada’s policy.of restraint in monetary policy; 
stagnent economic growth, caused principally by weak 
consumer spending, continuing decline in residential 
housing construction and a large drop in inventory 
levels; the announcement of the federal government's 
National Energy Program in the October budget; near 
record lows in the value of the Canadian dollar vis-a-vis 
its United States counterpart; a narrowing of the deficit 
on the current account of the balance of international 
payments, principally attributable to a record trade 
surplus; and an increase in the Government of Canada’s 
financing requirements. 


Economic Activity 


Canada’s Gross National Product rose 10.7% in 1980, 
but in real terms the increase was about 0.1%. This 
compares with nominal and real increases of 13.3% and 
2.7% respectively, in 1979. During the first quarter, 
monetary considerations in North America produced 
very sharp increases in interest rates. The impact on 
economic activity was very marked, with the economies 
of both Canada and the United States contracting 
sharply in the second quarter. However, a strong 
recovery in the United States in the second half of the 
year, especially in the fourth quarter, enabled Canada 
to achieve record exports sales and avoid its first annual 
decline in Gross National Product in over 25 years. 


An exceptional performance in merchandise exports, 
coupled with relatively weak trade imports, produced a 
record annual trade surplus of $7953 million. This 
helped reduce the current account deficit to $1538 
million for the year, compared with $5098 million in 
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1979, and represented the lowest deficit since 1974. 
Increased prices for commodities such as wheat and 
crude material, the lagged effect of the depreciation in 
the external value of the Canadian dollar and weak 
domestic markets all appeared to have been significant 
contributing factors. 


There was a substantial sell-off in inventories of $966 
million, reversing the upward trend of the last four years 
(most notably in 1979 when inventories rose some 
$4444 million, apparently largely involuntarily). 
Moreover, while non-residential construction showed 
relative strength, up 11.1%, housing construction 
continued a four year decline, falling 9.8% and reducing 
its share of Gross National Expenditure to 3.9%. 
However, there were signs of improvement in this 
industry in the second half of 1980, indicating that the 
decline may be ending. 


Personal disposable income grew by 11.5% in 1980, 
and with personal expenditure rising at about the same 
rate, the personal savings rate remained virtually 
unchanged at 10.2%, the fifth of the last six years that 
this rate has exceeded 10%. Most of the impact of the 
continuing weakness in real personal expenditure fell on 
durable and semi-durable purchases in the first half of 
the year. 


Corporate profits before taxes rose 8.6% in 1980, a 
marked slowdown from the unusually strong growth of 
35.4% in 1979. Despite this reduced rate of growth, 
gross fixed capital formation remained strong, notably 
for increased capacity in pulp and paper and primary 
metals industries and for modernization of plants in the 
automotive industry. 


Interest Rates, Capital Markets and 
Monetary Aggregates 


The Bank of Canada’s monetary policy remained one of 
gradually reducing the rate of growth of the money 
supply but its actions were, to a certain extent, inhibited 
by the volatility of interest rates in the United States. In 
view of the relative importance of these gyrations some 
elaboration is required. 


During the latter part of 1979 and early 1980, the 
United States dollar was undergoing strong downward 


pressure. This pressure is perhaps best illustrated by the 
price of gold which rose by over U.S. $300.00 an ounce 
in the first three weeks of January 1980, to reach U.S. 
$850.00 an ounce on January 21st. (Thereafter, the 
panic buying ended, and gold fell to U.S. $569.50 an 
ounce by year end). To counter this depreciation 
abroad and to reduce the perceived cause at home, 
namely, rising inflation fuelled by a rising money supply, 
the Federal Reserve Board implemented several actions 
aimed at reducing loan demand and tightening credit. 
Included in these actions was the raising of the discount 
rate to 13% with a surcharge on large banks who were 
frequent borrowers at the discount window. The federal 
funds rate rose sharply; this, in turn, had the effect of 
increasing other rates of interest: for example, the prime 
rate charged by United States banks reached 20% by 
the beginning of April. These actions had immediate 
results on that country’s economic performance, such 
that gross national product fell by 9.9% (seasonally 
adjusted at annual rates) in the second quarter. With 
this fall came declines in monetary aggregates during 
the same quarter, with M1-A falling 4.4% and M1-B 
2.6% (seasonally adjusted at annual rates). A sharp 
reversal followed with a fall in interest rates, particularly 
at the short end of the market. Yields on 90 day 
commercial paper fell by nearly ten percentage points 
to 8.3%, while the prime rate declined to under 11% by 
July. The impact on the longer end of the market was 
less extreme, as would be expected, though yields on 
long-term United States Treasury bonds rose over 220 
basic points in the first three months to 11.87% and 
then fell some 240 basis points over the next three 
months. While less violent, these yield movements on 
the long-term market were unprecedented and caused 
much difficulty. 


With the acute drop in gross national product in the 
second quarter, the Federal Reserve loosened its 
monetary policy, as evidenced by a drop in the discount 
rate of two percentage points in June and a further 
point in July. The surcharge was lifted. Assisted by the 
easing in monetary policy, there occurred a sharp 
reversal in economic activity, so that the economy grew 
vigorously in the second half of the year, especially in 
the fourth quarter. The monetary aggregates (M1-A and 
M1-B), inflation rates and interest rates began to rise in 
the face of unexpectedly strong growth in bank lending. 
In order to keep growth of the monetary aggregates 
within their target ranges, the Federal Reserve Board 
intervened again. The discount rate was raised in three 
stages back to 13%, and the surcharge on large banks 
was reimposed; the federal funds rate rose on the order 
of ten percentage points in the second half of the year, 
with over half that increase coming in the last two 
months of the year. Other rates rose as steeply. Yields 
on 90 day commercial paper rose nine percentage 
points between July and the end of the year while the 
prime rate reached a record 21.5% by mid-December. 
As before, yields on long term bonds did not fluctuate 
as much.

This extreme volatility in the United States had a 
significant impact on capital markets in Canada. The 
most apparent impact was on interest rates, as the 
Bank of Canada moved to lessen the amplitude of the 
swings in the external value of the Canadian dollar that 
could have resulted from large yield differentials in 
favour of investing in the United States. As the Bank of 
Canada Annual Report indicates, hawever, the result 
was that the impact ‘‘fell partly on Canadian interest 
rates and partly on the foreign exchange value of the 
Canadian dollar.’’! Accordingly, the value of the 
Canadian dollar vis-a-vis the United States dollar, 
underwent substantial downward pressure at certain 
times during the year. 


The changes in interest rates effected by the Bank of 
Canada’s policy were not such that they moved in 
lock-step with movements in the United States. During 
the first two months of the year, non-resident 
enthusiasm for Canadian equities, particularly in the 
energy sector, produced strong inflows of capital into 
Canada. These inflows offset any negative influences of 
the widening interest rate differentials?, so much so that 
the Canadian dollar appreciated by nearly two cents 
U.S. from the end of December to the early part of 
March. However, during March, the in-rush of funds into 
Canadian equities slowed and then reversed. Faced with 
soaring interest rates in the United States and strong 
downward pressure on the Canadian dollar, the Bank of 
Canada moved to a new method of determining the 
Bank Rate in order to obtain greater flexibility in 
effecting its monetary policy. In March, the Bank Rate 
was fixed at 25 basis points above the rate on 91-day 
treasury bills as determined at the weekly auction. 
Following this decision (but not necessarily because of 
it), short-term interest rates in Canada began to rise 
steeply, but not as fast as those in the United States, 
with the result that the uncovered differential on some 
short-term instruments reached almost four percentage 
points. This contributed to a fall in the value of the 
Canadian dollar of over four cents U.S. during the 
month. 


In the face of this strong downward pressure on the 
Canadian dollar, with its inflationary consequences, the 
Government of Canada intervened in foreign exchange 
markets to prevent too large a depreciation. As a result, 
the country’s international reserves were affected. In 
order to bolster them, the Government of Canada drew 
on its line of credit with Canadian and foreign banks 
(during the year, net new borrowings amounted to U.S. 
$900 million). In addition, the Government of Canada 
continued its policy of selling gold held in the official 
reserves. Gold so held is valued at 35SDRs (about 
$55.00), considerably below its market value. By selling 
some of its gold inventory at market prices, the federal 
government, through the Exchange Fund Account, is 
able to use the foreign currency so obtained to 
moderate currency savings. 


2 By the end of February, yields on 90-day commercial paper were 
on the order of 160 basis points higher in the United States than 
were available on similar instruments in Canada. 
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Just as interest rates in Canada had risen more slowly 
and to lower peaks than those in the United States in 
the early part of 1980, so they fell more slowly and to 
higher troughs over the next six months. This helped to 
raise the Canadian dollar to 87.67 cents U.S. by early 
July. Thereafter, the Canadian dollar trended downward 
to a near record low of 82.49 cents U.S. in December, 
as interest rates in the United States climbed. In 
November, the uncovered yield differential on 
short-term paper had again reached nearly four 
percentage points. However, by the end of the year, 
with interest rates falling in the United States, a positive 
uncovered yield differential had re-emerged in favour of 
investing in Canada. The Canadian dollar finished the 
year at 83.77 cents U.S., down about two cents U.S. 
from the end of 1979. 


In many respects, the performance of the Canadian 
dollar against its United States counterpart reflected 
more the strength of the latter rather than weakness of 
the former. Against most other major trading currency 
the Canadian dollar appreciated in value, most notably 
by 15% against the Japanese yen, 11% against the 
Deutschemark and 10% and 9% against the French and 
Swiss francs, respectively. The pound sterling 
appreciated by 9% against the Canadian dollar. 


The bond market in Canada was undergoing major 
strains in 1980. The market appeared to be affected by 
the reluctance of lenders to tie up funds for an extended 
period at a time of violent interest rate movements and 
strong inflationary pressures. With inflation persisting at 
over 10% per annum, an increase in yields was not 
unexpected. 


Because of the violent movements in interest rates in 
1980, bond issuers were either disinclined to borrow 
long at a time of record high interest rates or were 
finding it increasingly difficult to place long-term debt 
(several issues were postponed or cancelled because of 
the market conditions). Preliminary indications are that 
long dated bonds were relatively rare: the Government 
of Canada, for example, sold only 28% of its total gross 
new issues with an original term to maturity of more 
than 20 years, compared with 56% in 1979, while its 
sales of bonds with maturities of five years or less 
accounted for 55%, up from 27% in 1979. A notable 
feature of the federal government’s bond borrowing in 
1980 was the frequency with which it had to offer 
extendible options to encourage investors to buy. 


Despite record highs in the prime rate charged by 
chartered banks, bank borrowing continued to grow 
vigorously for much of the year, though dropping $1517 
million in the third quarter. Indeed, the strength in bank 
borrowing, and its weakness in the third quarter, 
appear, at least in part, to have been inversely related 
to movements in interest rates. When interest rates were 
moving up very strongly across the market, bank 
borrowing offered a relatively cheap, flexible alternative. 
In the third quarter, on the other hand, yields on 
alternative short-term instruments fell much more 
sharply than the prime rate, encouraging large 
corporate borrowers to switch to commercial paper. 
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lt was against the background of these domestic and 
foreign exchange considerations, that the Bank of 
Canada conducted its interest rate and monetary 
policies in 1980. M1 grew by 6.4%, well within the Bank 
of Canada’s target range of a growth of between 5% 
and 9% based on the average level for the second 
quarter of 1979. However, the decline in economic 
activity in the second quarter produced a temporary 
drop below this range, while the resurgence in the fourth 
quarter helped to push the growth above the range in 
November before dropping back with the rapid rise in 
interest rates in December. The larger aggregates grew 
much more robustly, with M2 rising by 18.1%, more 
strongly than any year since 1974. M3 grew by 14.4%. 
In periods of high inflation and high interest rates, the 
opportunity cost of maintaining interest free demand 
deposits will be high, and a large shift of funds into 
interest bearing accounts can be expected. 


In February, 1981, the Bank announced a new target 
range for the growth of M1 of between 4% and 8%, 
based on the three months centred on September 
1980. This range is slightly below the centre of the 
previous range to reflect greater use of daily interest 
savings accounts. These latter are a component of M2, 
and the lower point is intended to reflect the extent to 
which funds have been switched from chequing 
accounts which are part of M1. 


Contrary to normal expectations in a period of high 
interest rates, stock markets in North America 
performed very well. Non-resident interest was a 
significant element, particularly in the energy sector, as 
rising world oil prices, together with international 
political uncertainties, appeared to enhance the value of 
these resources. However, in March, the rapidly rising 
interest rates, coupled with the collapse of silver prices 
combined to push the Toronto Stock Exchange 
Composite 300 Index down from 2202.62 at the 
beginning of the month to touch 1670.89 on March 27. 
Thereafter, the upward trend was reasserted until late 
October when the federal government’s National Energy 
Program was announced in the Budget, which the 
market interpreted adversely for the oil sector. Even so, 
the Toronto Stock Exchange Composite 300 Index 
finished the year at 2268.70, up 25% over the year. 
Volume and value of shares traded on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange were at record highs, up 45% and 57% 
respectively. Of the more heavily weighted industries 
metals and minerals rose 31%, oil and gas 16%, paper 
and forest products 46%, consumer products by 37%, 
and financial services by 29%. In the light of these 
favourable conditions, corporations made extensive use 
of equity markets. Net new issues of stocks amounted 
to $7.7 billion, up from $6.8 billion the year earlier and 
only $1 billion below the figure of 1978 when 
considerable use had been made of term preferred 
shares (prior to the reduction of their tax advantages). 


In New York, stock volume and prices were also sharply 
higher: the Standard and Poor’s Composite 500 Index 
rose nearly 25%, while the daily average trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange was up over 40%. 


Credit Market Developments 
Short-term Paper and Treasury Bills 


The violent oscillations in interest rates during 1980 
were felt most strongly on short-term paper. 30 day 
bankers acceptances, for example, started the year at 
13.85%, fell in the first two months, rose sharply in April 
to reach 15.65%, dropped through the summer to near 
10% before climbing again to finish December at 
18.45%. 


Because of the close substitutability between short-term 
paper and bank borrowing any significant change in the 
rate differential may be expected to lead to a significant 
switch in financing instrument. Money market rates are 
normally in the range of 100-200 basis points lower than 
the prime rate charged by the chartered banks. When 
the differential widens, it is in the interest of corporate 
borrowers to enter the money market directly by issuing 
their own paper. The process is called disintermediation, 
as it eliminates the need for a financial intermediary 
(usually a bank). When the rate differential narrows, the 
situation reverses and borrowing from banks increases. 
During 1980, the differential between prime rate and 30 
day bankers acceptances varied between about 220 
basis points in the.third quarter in favour of the money 
market and 20 basis points in the opposite direction at 
the end of the year. Accordingly, the third quarter 
registered much stronger short-term borrowing ($899 
million) than in the fourth quarter ($336 million) while 
bank borrowing followed the opposite pattern. 


The major borrowers in this market were “Other 
financial institutions: Other, not elsewhere included”’, 
which includes the subsidiaries and branches of foreign 
banks. They increased their short-term paper debt by 
$2517 million, a rapid increase over 1979 when these 
liabilities rose $1561 million. Under the new Bank Act, 
many of these agencies of non-resident banks are 
expected to become federally chartered, at which time 
they will be entitled to assume deposit liabilities. At 
present, most of their lending is financed from the 
wholesale market. 


The principal purchasers of short-term paper were 
non-financial private corporations, ($1115 million, 
largely bought in the fourth quarter when interest rates 
were very high), credit unions and caisses populairs 
($517 million) and trust companies ($488 million). 
Residents of the rest of the world made net acquisitions 
of $550 million, virtually unchanged from 1979. 
However, a'large net inflow of $1048 million in the first 
quarter was substantially offset by an outflow of $577 
million in the third quarter, which flows were probably 
related to interest rate differentials with the United 
States. Investment dealers and the chartered banks 
reduced their holdings by $584 million and $554 million, 
respectively, principally during the last quarter. 


3 Not included in the figures was the sale of $300 million of 14-day 
Treasury Bills at the end of October to help boost the Government 
of Canada cash balances during the period when redemption of 
Canada Savings Bonds (due November 1st) temporarily exceeded 
new sales. 


Government of Canada treasury bills outstanding at the 
end of 1980 were $5475 million higher than at the 
beginning of the year, a record annual increase and 
more than double the increase in 1979. The increased 
use of bills may reflect the federal government’s 
disinclination to assume longer term debt at.a time of 
high interest rates as well as a reluctance on the part of 
investors to buy longer dated debt.3 


Apart from the Bank of Canada, whose holdings 
increased $1012 million, the main purchasers of 
treasury bills were the chartered banks which acquired 
$793 million, trust companies ($411 million) investment 
dealers ($547 million) and residents of the rest of the 
world ($525 million). 


Loans 


The rapid acceleration in bank loans that characterized 
1979 continued into 1980. Net new bank loans 
amounted to $15815 million.in 1980, $1107 million 
higher than the exceptional figure of 1979. As a result, 
bank loans accounted for 21% of domestic 
non-financial sectors’ financing on conventional credit 
markets, unchanged from the year earlier. The main 
sectors to increase their bank borrowing4 were 
non-financial private corporations (up $6474 million in 
1980, compared with an increase of $5304 million in 
1979), residents of the rest of the world (up $2590 
million, over double the net new borrowing of $1052 
million in 1979), federal non-financial enterprises (mainly 
the Wheat Board’s financing of inventories in the first 
quarter) and provincial governments. The federal 
government’s net bank borrowing to bolster Canada’s 
international reserves amounted to $379 million: this 
compares with repayments amounting to $1276 million 
in 1979. Investment dealers repaid $449 million, which 
was more than accounted for in the first quarter. 


Loans by institutions other than Canadian chartered 
banks continued their rapid increase of the previous two 
years, rising some $6354 million. The branches and 
subsidiaries of foreign banks were the principal lenders, 
increasing their loan assets by almost double the gain in 
1979. Residents of the rest of the world Joaned $504 
million to residents of Canada, a small increase from 
1979. Much of this new borrowing from abroad was 
attributable to the federal government’s augmenting 
Canada’s international reserves by drawing down $359 
million (U.S. $300 million) of its line of credit with foreign 
banks. 


Bonds 


Net new bond issues amounted to $20497 million in 
1980, compared with $15667 million in 1979. Excluding 
sales of Canada Savings Bonds and acquisitions by the 
Canada Pension Plan, the non-financial domestic 


4 Fhe residually derived figure for Sector II (Unincorporated Busi- 
ness) showed a very large increase for the second successive year.

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sectors issued $17285 million in net new bonds, up from 
$13311 million in 1979. Bond borrowing accounted for 
about a quarter of domestic non-financial sectors’ 
financing on conventional capital markets in 1980, 
compared with about one fifth in 1979. Trusteed 
pension plans, provincial governments (mostly the 
Province of Alberta through the Alberta Heritage Fund) 
and residents of the rest of the world were the major 
purchasers. The chartered banks reduced their bond 
assets for the second successive year. 


The Government of Canada increased its outstanding 
bond liability by $6460 million in 1980, up from an 
increase of $5903 million in 1979. These figures include 
net sales of Canada Savings Bonds which fell by $728 
million in 1980, compared with a drop of $1573 million 
in 1979. The net encashment of Canada Savings Bonds 
over the past two years appears to reflect rising and 
higher rates available on competitive instruments. As a 
result of this run-off, Canada Savings Bonds accounted 
for 19% of the federal government's liabilities 
outstanding at the end of 1980, down from 24% at the 
end of the previous year, and a little over half the 
proportion of the mid-1970’s. 


Of the Government of Canada’s gross new marketable 
bonds issued in 1980, amounting to $10850 million, 
32% were extendible at the purchaser’s option. This 
feature was used to encourage buyers during a period 
of extreme yield fluctuations. The main buyers of 
Government of Canada bonds were: trusteed pension 
plans, the Bank of Canada, non-residents (mainly 
residents of Japan), and provincial governments. 


Private sectors of the Canadian economy sold $2841 
million in net new bond issues, up from $1596 million in 
the previous year. Most of these sales were 
concentrated in the late spring and summer period 
when interest rates were lower. Non-residents acquired 
70% of these issues, about the same proportion as in 
1979. 


Hospitals bond liabilities fell by $212 million, largely as 
the result of the retirement of all such debt in Alberta. 
Through a capital transfer from the provincial 
government (recorded in Category 1800) to all the 
hospitals in that province, they were able to retire all 
their debt, which was held by the Alberta Municipal 
Financing Corporation. In turn, the A.M.F.C. retired an 
equal amount of its bond liability (which is classified as 
provincial debt) held by the Alberta Heritage Fund. 
Because these two agencies of the provincial 
government are unconsolidated within sub-sector XI. 1 
(Provincial Governments) holdings within the sub-sector 
of provincial bond assets and liabilities are both 
reduced. 


Stocks 


Encouraged by the continuing strength of equity prices 
on Canadian stock exchanges, Canadian corporations 
sold $7665 million in net equities issues in 1980, 
compared with $6845 million the year earlier. 
Non-financial private corporations sold $5563 million, 
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an increase of about $300 million over 1979. This 
represented one third of their financing on conventional 
credit markets, about the same as the year earlier. 
Large share issues by subsidiaries of non-resident 
companies, notably Imperial Oil Limited, accounted for 
a significant part of the capital flow. In the fourth 
quarter, Canada Development Corporation (included in 
Sector IX.1: Federal Public Financial Institutions) sold 
$300 million in new shares through a rights issue, of 
which the federal government did not take up its share. 
As a result, the Government of Canada’s holding in 
Canada Development Corporation fell below 50% which 
will mean that as of the first quarter 1981 this company 
will be treated as a privately owned corporation and will 
be included in Sub-Sector VIIl.7 (‘‘Other financial 
institutions other: not elsewhere included’’). 


The main purchasers of portfolio stocks were trusteed 
pension plans, which doubled their net purchases to 
$1611 million, from 1979, and residents of the rest of 
the world, whose net purchases amounted to $1464 
million, nearly three times their net acquisitions of the 
year before. Most of the increase was from trading in 
outstanding shares and was concentrated entirely in the 
first three quarters of the year; the first quarter attracted 
a record inflow of $639 million, and appeared to be 
principally into energy stocks. 


Mortgages 

Net new mortgage borrowing amounted to $1452 1 
million in 1980, a significantly smaller increase than the 
rise Of $17430 million in 1979. This paralleled the 
decline of residential construction for the fourth 
successive year, as housing starts fell below 160,000, 
under 60% of the starts in the peak year of 1976. On 
the supply side of mortgage funds, there was a 
significant change made by the chartered banks, whose 
net mortgage lending amounted to $399 million, down 
86% from 1979. While mortgage lending by credit 
unions and caisses populaires and trust companies was 
also down sharply, mortgage loan companies registered 
their strongest year on record, up some 70%, or $3005 
million. 


Consumer Credit 


Consumer credit rose $4727 million in 1980, down 
slightly from the increase of $4892 million in 1979. That 
there was not a much larger reduction was mainly 
attributable to relatively vigorous growth in the fourth 
quarter, not usually the strongest quarter. This growth 
was probably related to the improved personal 
expenditure on durables and semi-durables in that 
period. 


The chartered banks remained the major lenders for 
consumer credit, lending $3709 million, a small increase 
from 1979. Life insurance companies also showed a 
substantial increase in this asset, as policyholders 
moved to take advantage of low rates available on 
policy loans. Credit unions and caisses populaires lent 
$178 million in consumer loans, a sharp drop from $728 
million in 1979. @
